In the last couple of decades, Travis County 
voters have become accustomed to a topsy-tur- 
vy ballot on which the statewide officeholders 
are invariably Republican and the local incum- 
bents almost exclusively Democrats. For 
Austinites, it’s an occasion for smugness or 
despair (or both). The ballot for 2010 is much 
the same: top mostly red GOfi bottom mostly 
Democratic blue. 

Although we don’t recommend a straight- 
ticket, with few exceptions we endorse Demo- 
cratic candidates for state offices to start to 
undermine the current GOP monopoly. At the 
local level, the hard choices were in the Demo- 
cratic primary, leaving only a few seriously con- 
tested general races - and none where we can 
recommend the Republican. (Note: We offer 
endorsements only in contested races. See the 
full text of these endorsements at austinchronicle. 
com/elections.)

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Scary Monsters 

Election season raises the specter of undead ideologies and devilish strategies

Only weeks away, this mid-term election is a shared mirage 
far more extreme than one would usually encounter without 
having spent serious time lost in the desert. More than being 
born out of political ideology, party politics, or sense of nation- 
al destiny, it is constructed from an ever-expanding series of 
fictions that have lost even their already slim basis in reality 

It would be hard to convey how little I wanted to write this 
column and how hard I tried to not do it. Any topic other 
than politics seemed more relevant, timely, and reasonable. 
There is no clear need for it; the opinions presented are 
neither new nor unique. By no means do I boast the conceit 
to think that anything said here is going to change anyone’s 
mind or have an impact on someone’s vote. The snapshots 
of the election regularly presented by media, though by no 
means consistent, are harmonious. All are clear on a signifi- 
cant change in party political power as the Republicans are 
expected to make great gains, while the Democrats suffer, at 
the very least, significant losses. 

Why, after only two years, are so many ready to embrace 
the Republicans again? What are the goals and meanings of 
the tea party? Why have the Democrats lost so much favor 
in such short a time? 

The hazy snapshots feature confused, bleeding colors; faded 
objects; and out-of-focus details, while the general accuracy of 
what is being presented has much to do with analytic dither- 
ing, pundit uncertainty (always presented as beyond certainty), 
and excessive partisan spin. 

Somewhat convinced of the likely overall electoral outcome 
without all that much conviction as to why, prognosticators’ 
shared characteristic is obscurity. Tap-dancing words shoot 
out, full of buzz but lacking meaning, in a kind of empty media 
pontification, conveying the weariest of worldviews - designed 
to illuminate nothing but seeming in retrospect as though any 
consequence or cause was fully understood and anticipated. 

The greatest cause of my hesitation in writing this was that 
there actually seems to be a distinct clarity about what is hap- 
pening. Unfortunately, clarity, as anyone who has even occa- 
sionally read this column is well aware, is not my forte. 

It is a time when widespread public fears and voters’ hysteria 
really seem to have originated out of dreams rather than the 
real world, with the current national mood of vast apocalypse- 
heralding being about and of itself. 

There are many who currently believe that the serious problems 
facing this country are not actually complex economic, political, 
and social issues but rather are caused by malevolent people out 
to do evil. The idea that all men are created equal and endowed 
by their creator with certain rights is too often considered to be a 


narrowly focused endowment of individual empower- 
ment rather than a way to enable everyone’s partici- 
pation in a shared universal franchise. 

Universal suffrage would seem to guarantee 
only that each and every citizen has an equal 
right to be heard in any public discussion. 

However, when the government fails to act in 
a way some citizens would like it to or passes 
legislation that some oppose, they do not accept 
that this time they are in the minority. Instead of 
understanding that an open dialogue has led to conclusions 
different from their own, they feel as though their rights have 
been denied; they maintain that the actions of the government 
are not a consequence of democratic discussion but elitist 
manipulation, government corruption, and malfeasance tri- 
umphing over the will of the people. 

Theirs is a myopic and solipsistic view: If one is enfran- 
chised, the government should be responsive to that person. 
When desires are ignored, it is not because others’ desires have 
triumphed but because the government is not listening as it 
aggressively ignores them. 

As voting citizens in a democratic constitutional republic, 
we can be certain that our voices will be heard but not that all 
or any of our views will prevail. 

Add to this widely shared but substantially distorted views 
of not just the roles and responsibilities of government but a 
common, willful ignorance of any of government’s achieve- 
ments - positions grounded in personalized versions of history 
tailored to individual belief or forgone conclusions rather than 
being based on actual events and achievements. 

The greatest disservice being done to the body politic by 
its citizens is the constant framing of political discussions as 
heroic conflicts of the well-intentioned good against the con- 
sciously, malevolently evil. In that two-dimensional view, the 
sole arbiters of what is meant by “good” and what is meant by 
“evil” are the beliefs of the speaker. 

This glorification of one’s own view and simultaneous 
discrediting of all others does simplify the discussion. It also 
largely undermines any hope for the kind of compromise- 
driven legislation that the U.S. Constitution was specifically 
designed to facilitate. Although many become obsessed with 
some affectation or another of the Constitution, its main idea 
is to prevent a single ideology from overwhelmingly dominat- 
ing the government. The careful system of checks and balances 
is most conducive to an ever-moving, gradually swinging politi- 
cal pendulum that prevents any single ideological point of view 
coming to dominate the federal government. 



When one listens carefully to groups like hard-right 
Republicans, hard-left Democrats, conspiracy theorists, 
Marxists, members of the tea party, self-sanctified liberals, 
and champions of American exceptionalism, the very clear but 
unspoken agenda is a quest for the very kind of government 
dominated by a single ideology that the Constitution 
was designed to thwart. 

Many (most) Americans feel as though they are 
being unreasonably taxed. Worse, they believe, 
most of what they pay is being siphoned off by 
corruption, misspent on waste and pork, or used 
to support others who are not contributing their 

r full or fair share, from the happily unemployed to 
welfare cheats to undocumented immigrants. This 
is largely a myth, as most Americans pay a dispro- 
portionately small share of the costs of the government 
that serves them. 

The Bush administration inherited a budget surplus. 
Taking advantage of this, the Republicans pushed through 
an incredible amount of legislation faithful to the core ideas 
of their platform, ones that were “realistically” designed to 
encourage and support business. As opposed to the social 
utopian fantasies of the Democrats, these tough Republicans’ 
legislative objective was to serve the health, growth, and 
curtailment of interference in the economy. What is good 
for business is good for the USA, in their view, and the free 
market solves all problems. 

The Republicans thus passed many of the policies they had 
long argued were pro-business, pro-economic growth, and 
thus pro-USA. Unfortunately, the proof is in the pudding. 
The massive tax cuts for the very rich, the lack of oversight 
and regulation for businesses and financial institutions, the 
privileging of the corporation over the citizen didn’t work. 
After six years of Republicans plying the economy with won- 
der drugs guaranteed to keep it going strong, it collapsed, 
and it did so spectacularly. 

Despite this collapse, a clear indication that the Republicans’ 
policies were toxic and not nurturing, they’ve rejected any 
proactive solutions, including many that originated within 
their party. They are insisting that the policies needed to restart 
the economy are the very ones that so completely flooded its 
engine. The clear consequence of disproportionate tax cuts for 
the richest Americans that were supposed to fuel economic 
growth has been staggering budget deficits. 

Yet they have no solutions. They take no responsibility. 
Instead, they blame the Democrats. 

In fact, the two most outstanding current political trends 
are central to their strategy or lack thereof. Take no responsi- 
bility for anything. Some in the tea party may have supported 
the Bush administration’s two unwise wars as well as cham- 
pioned the absurd tax cuts, but they ignore that both of those

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helped fuel the deficit. Forget the many years 
of a federal government completely under 
Republican control that refused to deal leg- 
islatively with any of the long-term potential 
economic crises facing this country, while 
both driving federal funds to and cutting 
taxes for the most wealthy Americans. “Hey, 
it wasn’t us!” they insist. Accordingly, they 
did not in any way facilitate the terrific bud- 
get deficit despite the many ways we actually 
did facilitate it. “Nope! It was the bad guys, 
the mysterious others - corrupt politicians, 
undocumented immigrants, and anyone who 
feels that the government of all the people 
actually does bear some responsibility for 
social equity.” 

The Republicans who authored so much of 
the damaging legislation and espouse so many 
harmful federal policies have demonstrated a 
rare genius that somehow seems to be work- 
ing. They’ve accepted no responsibility for 


their legislative successes that led to devastat- 
ing economic failures. 

Better, instead of trying to fix all those 
many things they broke or champion new 
ideas to improve things, they simply sat on 
their hands and voted against everything. By 
doing this, in one of the great political magic 
acts of all time, they’ve ignored their respon- 
sibility for creating problems and blocked 
anyone else from solving them, all the while 
positioning themselves as representing the 
anti-government crowd because, you see, 
they just haven’t been governing. 

The other currently prominent, though not 
new, idea is that career politicians and those 
who have devoted their lives to public service are 
a huge part of the problem. Let’s instead elect 
amateurs or at least those veteran politicians 
who claim to not be veterans but outsiders. 

It is foolish to get into any discussion on 
the quality of that idea, as we’ll soon have 


the scientific results from watching how 
these folks actually govern. Expect it 
to be fun, if neither very productive 
nor helpful. 

Making things complete, we find that 
much of the left and the liberal-leaning 
middle is lamenting the Obama admin- 
istration’s impotence and lack of action. 
They are openly condemning it for a lack 
of aggressive legislation, a disappointing 
record of following through on campaign 
promises, and not shifting the govern- 
ment from the course set by the Bush 
administration radically and dramati- 
cally enough. 

The only real suggestion I have to offer 
is that the elections should be moved 
a few days ahead of their traditional 
November date, because finally the har- 
mony between Halloween and American 
politics is nearly complete. ■

Dear Chronicle, 

In your endorsements [“‘Chronicle’ Endorse- 
ments, News, Oct. 15], you write that to vote for 
Libertarians or Greens in this year’s elections 
is “a decision that effectively endorses and 
sustains the political status quo.” If there is any 
truth to that statement, it is at best shortsighted. 
In the short term, it may sustain the more popu- 
lar of the two parties. But taking a longer-term 
view, the very essence of the status quo is the 
two-party system, and to move beyond that we 
must be willing to look past “tactical” factors 
and make voting decisions strictly on the merits 
of the candidates and their positions. Americans 
deserve to have a free marketplace of ideas in 
our politics; it’s the only way we can expect the 
best ideas to be implemented. We can get rid 
of the two-party system by insisting that candi- 
dates win with a majority of votes - this can be 
accomplished through instant run-off voting. Both 
Democratic and Republican voters would benefit 
- though they may not realize it yet. 

As for endorsing the political status quo, it’s 
impossible to see a third-party vote as such. I 
think it’s safe to say that people who vote for 
third-party candidates see very little in the politi- 
cal status quo to endorse. 

Isn’t it time for the Chronicle to take a stand 
against the two-party system? It is a big source 
of the stagnation and lack of accountability in 
American politics. By limiting your candidate 
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choices to the two parties (making one exception 
for a race in which the Democrats did not field 
a candidate), you are the ones endorsing and 
sustaining the status quo.

WORRIED ABOUT TOLL ROADS

On Wednesday, members of the Texas Senate 
Committee on Transportation and Homeland 
Security held a hearing on the private toll road 
deals used to fund the unpopular Trans-Texas 
Corridor. Local state Sen. Kirk Watson, vice- 
chairman of this committee, will play a critical role 
in deciding the future of private toll road deals, 
which promoters have dubbed “comprehensive 
development agreements.” 

Private toll roads offer a hard-to-resist “quick 
fix” for lawmakers facing big budget shortfalls. 
Without strong public protections, these deals 
are fraught with problems and typically cost 
taxpayers more money in the end. Their financ- 
ing often involves the same leveraging of debt, 
conflicts of interest, and reckless shifting of risk 
that triggered the financial crisis. Road privatiza- 
tion places transportation policy in the hands of 
private investors seeking to maximize their profits 


through rising tolls, which they can collect for 
more than 50 years. 

Sen. Watson must protect the taxpayers of 
Austin, putting to rest irresponsible road privati- 
zation once and for all. If the state moves forward 
with any private toll road deal in the future, it will 
be the responsibility of Texas lawmakers, includ- 
ing Sen. Watson, to insist on the strongest pos- 
sible public protections.

Bond Bout 


New groups spring forth to fight transportation measure

As early votes trickle in, we’re fully awash in the 
fall campaign. With attention invariably focused on 
the state races, it’s easy to forget about Austin’s own 
down-ballot initiative, our $90 million mobility 
bond election. 

Well, it was easy. 

One argument made by bond oppo- 
nents is that the package’s payoff 
is dwarfed by its costs - the same 
weak tea peddled in GOP commer- 
cials against stimulus-supporting 
Democrats cluttering the airwaves 
while the Hustle’s trying to enjoy 
daytime viewing of Maury and mirror- 
ing that once-successful anti-rail attack 
ad: “Costs too much. Does too little.” (I prefer 
Povich’s line: “You are not the father!”) 

But if we’re judging the bond by its financial 
impact, its effect on Austin’s political action com- 
mittee economy has been a shot in the arm, as it 
has for local outrage instigators, acronym-minters, 
and the cottage industry called Carole Keeton 
Strayhorn. As the Hustle blogged this week 
(austinchronicle.com/hustle), newly filed PACs include

Engineers Affirming Sustainable Transportation, 
with Canyon Creek MUD-slinger and sometime 
political candidate Don Zimmerman as campaign 
treasurer, as appointed by professional public transpo 
opponent Jim Skaggs. And this past Sunday’s 
Statesman saw the unveiling of Sensible 
Transportation Solutions for Austin PAC, 
running a full-page ad. In Fact Daily 
reports that former Texas Monthly 
Publisher Mike Levy is the main finan- 
cial contributor to the PAC, also noting 
that developer Ed Wendler Jr. (who’s 
previously spoken against the package) 
and Dominic Chavez (listed as the group’s 
treasurer) are the PAC’s media contacts. 
Here’s where we really reach Glenn Beck-and-a- 
chalkboard territory: Chavez is also aligned with 
Austinites for Action, the 501(c)(4) org helmed by 
Strayhorn and other various and sundry conserva- 
tives. (Guess who’s on their advisory board: Skaggs 
and Zimmerman.) AFA has come out against the 
bond, mainly via Austinites for Downtown Mobility,

City Council is off this week, meeting again on 
Oct. 28. On the draft agenda: Water Treatment 
Plant No. 4-related roadway improvements, poli- 
cy recommendations pertaining to green roofs, 
several annexations of the Greenshores subdi- 
vision near Lake Austin, and more. 

Speaking of WTP4: The water utility has recently 
touted a decision to change its Spicewood 
Springs shaft from a “working site” to a 
“retrieval site,” meaning fewer trucks rumbling 
through the neighborhood, but neighbors still 
oppose the project. The Parks and Recreation 
Board will hold a hearing Tuesday, Oct. 26, to 
consider whether to approve the use of parkland 
to site the shaft. (The meeting notice had not 
been posted at press time.) 

As the city dumps its resources into WTP4, 

Travis County tries to preserve the ones it has. 
Commissioners on Tuesday approved a one-year 
ban on new development in areas that would 
rely on water from the Trinity Aquifer. Margaret 
Gomez and Ron Davis were MIA for the vote.

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> Wildflower Terrace, a new residential develop- 
ment - this one an affordable rental community 
for seniors - broke ground Wednesday at the 
Mueller neighborhood project, near the site of the 
former airport’s control tower. DMA Development 
Co. plans a four-story, multifamily complex for 
folks who have made it to 55 years and up. 

> While local boosters sing Mueller’s praises,

“One state under God” 


Texas Attorney General Greg Abbott has again 
slain the dragons that sought to dismantle the righ- 
teousness of Texas: The 5th U.S. Court of Appeals 
sided with the A.G. last week when it ruled that the 
recently amended state pledge - to which the 
phrase “one state under God” was added in 2007 
- does not violate the U.S. Constitution. 

A new study by the Center for American 
Progress alleges that the direction and results 
of research at Texas universities - including 
UT-Austin - were compromised by Big Oil. The 
report found that the terms of several industry- 
sponsored research alliance agreements allowed 
oil firms to subvert the grant allocation process 
and disregard necessary academic peer review.

> SIR SMITH FOLLOWS SUIT Lawyers representing Sir Smith 
have filed a civil rights lawsuit in federal court, claiming that 
Smith was wounded unnecessarily during the May 2009 incident 
in which then-Austin Police Officer Leonardo Quintana shot 
and killed Nathaniel Sanders II. According to the suit, filed 
Oct. 18 by San Antonio lawyer Michael Miller, Quintana’s viola- 
tion of department policies is what led to Sanders’ unnecessary 
death and the wounding of Smith. Both Smith and Sanders were 
asleep in a station wagon outside an East Austin apartment 
complex at the time of the incident. Quintana said that he tried 
to rouse Sanders, who then awoke and grabbed for a gun, caus- 
ing the officer to fear for his life and fire his weapon several 
times. Hit twice, Sanders died at the scene. The shooting woke 
Smith, who was then also shot by Quintana as he fled from the 
car. According to Smith’s new lawsuit, Quintana acted recklessly 
in firing at Smith, who “posed no imminent threat of death or 
serious injury to Quintana.” - Jordan Smith 


CAP METRO CHIEFS SAY CIAO Chief Financial Officer Randy 
Hume and engineering chief John Almond have resigned 
from Capital Metro at new President/CEO Linda Watson’s 
request. That’s not too surprising, considering financial prob- 
lems that occurred partly on Hume’s watch and rail construc- 
tion delays under Almond. “After being on the ground for the 
last couple of months, I’ve been very carefully evaluating the 
agency,” Watson said, “and I determined that it was time to 
move in a different direction.” Asked to specifically identify 
what motivated her to send the pair packing, Watson said, 

“It wasn’t necessarily looking at past performance, but it’s 
more related to ... what I feel [are] the skill sets needed for 
the future.” Apparently, those skill sets are found in Billy 
Hamilton, the widely respected former deputy state comptrol- 
ler brought on board in February on a temporary contract to 
help the agency get its financial house in order. Hamilton will 
now stay a little longer and assume some of Hume’s duties. “It 
was really just a lucky opportunity to get someone of his cali- 
ber in the financial area,” Watson said. Given Hamilton’s other 
consulting commitments, he is unlikely to be a permanent hire; 
the agency is still hunting for a replacement. - Lee Nichols

Bond election project "breakdown

The city stresses that spending of the $90 million bond package may include, but is not limited to, the projects detailed below. 
(Note: Great Streets refers to widened, pedestrian-friendly sidewalks as laid out in city design guidelines.) 

$19.5 million: General street reconstruction 

$14.4 million: Build boardwalk at Lady Bird Lake from Congress Avenue Bridge to Lakeshore Park. 

$10 million: Americans With Disabilities Act compliance (design and implement ADA sidewalks on N. Lamar and Burnet Rd) 
$8 million: Bridge gap in Lance Armstrong Bikeway and build Great Streets along Third Street from San Antonio to Trinity. 
$4.4 million: Sidewalk program and additional neighborhood matching funds 
$4.2 million: Anticipated signal and Traffic Management Center improvements 

$4 million: Design and implement, in partnership with the Texas Department of Transportation and the Central Texas Regional 
Mobility Authority, traffic management improvements to the Y at Oak Hill (Highway 290/Highway 71). 

$4 million, leveraged against $19.4 million in county investment, should 2011 county bond pass: Travis County partnership 
program (Austin-to-Manor trail, extension of Slaughter Lane, construction of “Wild Horse Connector” arterial east of Manor) 
$2.7 million: Anticipated traffic calming, quiet zones near Capital Metro rail routes, and matching of neighborhood funds 
$2.7 million: Design and engineer Waller Creek improvements (a trail and promenade along Sabine Street), plus Great 
Streets improvements to Sixth Street. 

$2.3 million: Engineering, design, and potential construction, in partnership with TxDOT, of traffic improvements at 

1-35/Cameron Road Slst Street 

$2 million: Engineering and potential relocation of utilities in preparation for Great Streets redesign and rapid bus service 
along Lavaca and Guadalupe 

$1.4 million: Design and build an extension of West Rundberg from existing endpoint near the Union Pacific rail line to Burnet Road. 
$1 million: Real estate funds to purchase/ protect transit corridors 

$1 million: Engineering studies in anticipation of partnership with TxDOT for traffic management along 1-35 
$860,000: Engineer, preserve right-of-way to extend East Rundberg Lane from Cameron Road to Ferguson Lane 
$750,000: Design and build bike lanes/trail to complete gap in bike route on Barton Springs Road, near Robert E. Lee Road. 
$725,000: Build street, pedestrian, and bike improvements along Manor Road between Airport Boulevard and East 51st Street. 
$700,000: Build multiuse trail on Kramer Lane near MetroRail station. 

$650,000: Create bike lanes along Guadalupe from 24th Street to 45th Street. 

$600,000: Engineering for sidewalk, bike, and pedestrian facilities along East Riverside Drive 
$500,000: Design and build sidewalks on west side of Brodie Lane between Slaughter and FM 1626. 

$465,000: Building bike crossing at Jollyville & U.S. 183. 

$465,000: Engineer and build signal and intersection infrastructure on Pleasant Valley between Fifth and Seventh streets. 
$450,000: Engineering roadway, pedestrian, and bike facilities along FM 969/East MLK between U.S. 183 and Webberville. 
$430,000: Engineering for roadway, sidewalks, and bike lanes along Airport Boulevard from U.S. 183 to North Lamar Boulevard 
$400,000: Engineer, in anticipation of TxDOT partnership, intersection improvements at RM 620 & RM 2222. 

$300,000: Engineer, in anticipation of TxDOT partnership, widening of South Congress Avenue from two to four lanes 
between Eberhart Lane and Foremost Drive. 

$250,000: Engineering studies, in anticipation of partnership with TxDOT and Central Texas Regional Mobility Authority, for 
improvements along U.S. 183, between highways 290 and 71/Ben White 
$250,000: Engineering and possible construction to convert Seventh and Eighth streets for two-way traffic 
$200,000: Create better bike/pedestrian connectivity along Fourth Street under 1-35. 

$150,000: Create bike lanes on Dessau/Cameron Road between Braker Lane and East 51st Street.

In addition to the listed projects, the city has publicized a list of potential neighborhood road and sidewalk improvements. Many 
are in Northeast Austin neighborhoods, east of 51st, between Manor Road and Springdale; another cluster is grouped east of 
1-35, roughly around Woodland Avenue. Other notable projects include improvements to Fifth Street between 1-35 and Pedernales 
and along Stassney Lane from Teri Road to Burleson.

listed as contacts on Austinites for Downtown 
Mobility’s latest blog post. Similarly, the 
West Downtown Alliance, an ostensible con- 
sortium of businesses that lists no actual 
member businesses, has the same Strayhom 
press release on its site. Hilariously, the blog 
lists the three sister groups - Austinites for 
Action, Austinites for Downtown Mobility, 
and West Downtown Alliance - as three 
separate “citizen organizations.” 

If only it ended there: Early this week, 
wannabe Eastside power El Concilio, under 
the imprimatur of Austinites for Action, 
issued its own statement claiming six 
neighborhood associations joined them in 
opposing the bond. Only two of the six 
listed are actually recognized by the city, 
and one of those two, the Montopolis 
Neighborhood Association, actually doesn’t 
oppose the bonds. 

Priming for Rail 

My boss, Michael King, effectively 
unpacked most of the arguments against the 
bond package a couple of weeks ago (see 
“Point Austin,” Oct. 8), but since the Hustle’s 
a glutton for punishment: The biggest grouse, 
that the package doesn’t do enough for 
roads, ignores the fact that those lanes are 
managed by our lumbering state pal TxDOT 
and can’t be changed without its input - 
which the bond package, by earmarking 
planning funds to partner with the agency on 
1-35, MoPac and elsewhere, explicitly gets us 
on the road to doing. 

The claim that abridged ballot language 
“hides” initiatives from voters is simply 
laughable, as the entire proposal is itemized 
(see “Rubber Meets the Road,” p.20); the 
complaint’s cousin gripes that “bundling” 
the proposals deprives voters of prioritizing 
services they want funded. As a DIY cartoon 
from political consultant Mike Blizzard fea- 
turing a conversation between supporters 
and opponents puts it: 

“But wouldn’t many people vote for just 
the projects in their area?” 

“Of course they would.” 

“Then nothing would pass.” 

“That is the idea.” 

The package includes no tax increase, as 
it simply takes the city’s existing bonding 
capacity, raised over the last several bond 


elections, to pay for the projects - but 
that’s where the Hustle runs into some- 
thing of a problem. 

Given that some projects prime the way for 
some form of rail - a separate bond election 
slated for 2012 - should we preserve some 
bond capacity for later? As Sheryl Cole has 
previously said in this space, it “doesn’t 
make any sense” for the city to authorize its 
welter of plans and projects, only to “then let 
them sit on the shelf” in search of funding. 
So instead of spending $14.4 million on the 
Lady Bird Lake Boardwalk - a project once 
assumed to be largely financed by forthcom- 
ing waterfront development - couldn’t that 
money be better spent in two years? 
Admittedly, $14.4 million is just a drop in 
the bucket for urban rail, the capital cost of 
which currently reaches over $1 billion. But 
every little bit helps - wasn’t that the reason 
council resisted going up to the rollback tax 
rate this election, to keep a little bit more 
money in citizens’ pockets? 

Honestly, as a not nearly often enough 
user of the Ladybird Lake trail system, the 
boardwalk proposal - aside from failing to 
make growth pay for itself, once again 
- doesn’t bother me that much. It will see 
great use. What irks more (and this may be 
its real problem) is the largest undifferenti- 
ated funding in the package: $19.5 million 
for street repairs. Whether it’s a new highway 
cloverleaf or a boardwalk, bond elections are 
about finding ways to pay for things - big, 
massive things that we can’t normally afford, 
which we wonks call “capital improvement 
projects.” Repairing roads and sidewalks, 
however, we can charitably call “deferred 
maintenance.” These projects are things we 
should be able to afford and address on an 
as-needed basis, with funds from our tax 
base - if we had an adequate tax base - 
instead of letting them deteriorate to the 
point where we need an election. 

All that said, the Hustle supports the pack- 
age. While it doesn’t get us where we need to 
be overnight, it’s a first, albeit tentative, step 
to where we need to go, transportationwise. 
But with the train coming down the tracks in 
2012, we need to pay as we go on the smaller 
stuff and start thinking smarter about what 
we really need to save up for. ■

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Are Fire Marshals Shirking Their Duty? 


In court testimony last week, two nationally 
recognized fire-science experts roundly dis- 
credited evidence that sent Cameron Todd 
Willingham to the death chamber for the 
1991 arson-murder of his three children in 
his Corsicana home. Florida-based expert 
John Lentini and Austin-based Gerald Hurst 
testified during a hearing before District 
Judge Charlie Baird that there’s no proof 
the fire that killed the children was intention- 
ally set. Further, both experts questioned why 
anyone would continue to defend the science 
that the state used to convict Willingham - 
unless, of course, they are intent on ignoring 
the so-called “duty to correct,” which compels 
scientists to admit when they’ve provided 
incorrect evidence or testimony in a criminal 
case. That’s exactly what it appears state 
Fire Marshal Paul Maldonado has done, tes- 
tified Lentini, by penning 
an Aug. 20 letter to the 
Forensic Science 
Commission that his 
office stands by “the 
original investigator’s 
report and conclusions.” 

Barry Scheck, co-direc- 
tor of the Innocence 
Project and one of the 
team of lawyers repre- 
senting Willingham’s 
surviving relatives, 
asked Lentini if there 
was any way to explain 
Maldonado’s steadfast- 
ness. Lentini replied, 

“Only if someone is 
holding a gun to his 
head or is trying to avoid 
the duty to correct.” 

The testimony was 
part of a roughly three- 
hour hearing Oct. 14 in Baird’s court. Willing- 
ham’s relatives are asking Baird to find that 
Willingham was wrongfully convicted and that 
there’s enough evidence to warrant opening a 
formal court of inquiry to determine if any 
state officials (i.e., the Fire Marshal’s Office 
and/or Gov. Rick Perry) committed official 
oppression by allowing Willingham to be exe- 
cuted despite having been provided compel- 
ling scientific evidence challenging the propri- 
ety of his conviction. 

The lawyers closed the case, and Baird 
took the evidence into consideration, just 
minutes before the 3rd Court of Criminal 


Appeals issued a stay in the case, ordering 
Baird to stop until an argument made by 
Navarro District Attorney R. Lowell 
Thompson can be sorted out and whether 
Baird should be hearing the case at all. The 
hearing was initially scheduled to take place 
Oct. 6, but Baird stayed the proceedings to 
consider Thompson’s motion asking Baird to 
recuse himself from the case due to evi- 
dence (albeit contradictory) suggesting Baird 
could not be impartial: As a judge on the 
Court of Criminal Appeals, Baird had once 
ruled on Willingham’s case, in favor of 
upholding his conviction; more recently, he 
was given the Courage Award by the Texas 
Coalition to Abolish the Death Penalty. 

At the start of court last Thursday, Baird 
said he’d considered the motion and was 
persuaded by the arguments of the attor- 
neys for Willingham’s family 
- including Scheck, former 
Gov. Mark White, and San 
Antonio attorney Gerald 
Goldstein - that Thompson 
was not actually a party to 
the proceeding, and thus 
had no standing to ask for 
Baird’s recusal. Thompson 
seemed flustered by that 
decision, and, as it turns 
out, he left Baird’s court- 
room and went several 
blocks east to the 3rd 
Court’s offices to file for 
a stay, which Chief Justice 
Woodie Jones granted. 
The order gives Scheck, 
White, and Goldstein 
until Oct. 22 at 5pm to 
respond. (Baird will be 
allowed to issue his find- 
ings if and when the court 
tells him he may do so.) 

Lawyers for Willingham’s family questioned 
Lentini and Flurst about problems with the 
evidence former fire marshal’s investigator 
Manuel Vasquez (now deceased) testified 
to during Willingham’s 1992 trial. At issue is 
the fact that some of Vasquez’s conclusions 
were not even then supported by the stan- 
dard of care for fire investigation, said 
Lentini. Some of his incorrect assessments 
were widely believed at the time, including 
the notion that rapid heating creates spider- 
webbing in glass, a myth that Lentini ulti- 
mately debunked in 1992 (known as “crazed 


glass,” it is in fact created only by rapid cool- 
ing, such as when water hits hot glass). But 
most of the assertions in Vasquez’s initial 
report, and later in testimony at Willingham’s 
murder trial, were not consistent with the 
established and accepted science. Lentini 
should know: Fie was among the experts who 
wrote the National Fire Protection Associ- 
ation’s manual on fire investigation. 

Among the things Vasquez got wrong was 
the idea that burn patterns on a floor prove 
that an accelerant has been used to set the 
blaze. Those patterns, Lentini said, are actu- 
ally created because items on the floor pro- 
tect it from burning to the same degree as 
exposed flooring. Moreover, he testified that 
at the time of the Willingham fire, scientists 
had already shown that inside a room, fire 
will consume everything in its wake - burning 
underneath beds and tables, for example - 
as a result of a phenomenon called “flash- 
over,” in which fire rises to the ceiling and 
then consumes the room from the top down, 
eating fuel created by combustible materials, 
including furniture. 

Flurst was the first to challenge the conclu- 
sion that the Willingham fire was arson. Back 
in 2004, just weeks before Willingham’s exe- 
cution, Willingham’s cousin Pat asked him to 
review the evidence; he did, and he conclud- 
ed that there was “no valid science whatso- 
ever to suggest the Willingham fire was 
arson,” he testified last week. Willingham’s 
attorney handed that conclusion over to the 
Navarro County district attorney, the fire mar- 
shal, and the Governor’s Office, but no one 
ever contacted him to ask about his asser- 
tions, he testified. Flurst said it’s impossible 
to rule out arson altogether, but he saw noth- 
ing that would back up that conclusion. 
Instead, he said, the more likely culprit was 
faulty, “jerry-rigged” wiring in the room where 
the children slept: “It was an accident waiting 
to happen,” he said. 

The fight over whether Willingham might 
have been wrongfully convicted and executed 
has been playing out for several years. The 
Innocence Project first asked Lentini to 
review the case in 2006; it was then forward- 
ed to the nascent Forensic Science 
Commission, which subsequently hired 
another expert, Craig Beyler, to review the 
case (his conclusions mirror those of eight 
other experts who have so far weighed in). 
Just two days before the commission was 
set to question Beyler about his conclusions,

Perry removed two commissioners, including 
the group-selected chair, Austin attorney 
Samuel Bassett; Perry then appointed 
Williamson County District Attorney John 
Bradley as the new chair. Bradley has since 
tried to put the whole matter to bed, drafting 
a report, intended to close the case, that 
notably sidestepped the question of whether 
the Fire Marshal’s Office had a duty to 
acknowledge it might have relied on inaccu- 
rate or outdated science - not only in the 
Willingham case but also in potentially hun- 
dreds of other arson cases. The commission- 
ers rejected Bradley’s move. 

In closing the case last week, White told 
Baird that the evidence offered against Wil- 
lingham has been “impugned today by the 
overwhelming testimony of these experts” 
who agree that Vasquez’s conclusions were 
“tantamount to some tea leaf reader.” Fie 
noted that the case’s outcome was markedly 
different than that of the eerily similar arson 
case against Ernest Willis, who was also 
sent to death row based on evidence gath- 
ered by Vasquez. Fie was later exonerated 
after prosecutors reviewed the case based 
on the work of Flurst, who concluded there 
was no arson. Willis walked free just months 
after Willingham was executed. “We have a 
Willis that walks free today, but we have noth- 
ing more than the memory of a Willingham,” 
he said, even though the cases “are nearly 
identical in facts and law.” - Jordan Smith

Waiting on Health Care 

Although it’s hard to tell from the political campaigns, fed- 
eral health care reform - officially the March 2010 
Affordable Care Act - has slowly begun to change U.S. health 
care procedures, although the full effects won’t be felt for 
several years. Central Health (formerly the Travis County 
Health Care District) is among several local industry organiza- 
tions spreading information about the changes; at a press 
briefing this week, Central Health Director of Government 
Affairs Stacy Wilson summarized major changes anticipated 
under the new law. Some highlights: 


• The act attempts to move from a “procedure-based” care 
and payment system to one focused on health “outcomes” 
through emphasizing efficiency, effectiveness, cooperation, 
and collaboration between the patient and caregivers. 

• Coverage will be expanded to include 32 million previously 
uninsured Americans, at an initial cost of $1 trillion and 
Congressional Budget Office savings estimates (over 10 
years) of $124 billion. 

• The new system will be largely private-insurance-based, but 
insurers must provide coverage to all, with federal subsidies 
for those who cannot afford to buy insurance. 

• “State exchanges” will provide affordable insurance; feds 
will step in if state declines to participate. 


• Many of the changes will not take effect until 2014; current 
changes include coverage of people with pre-existing condi- 
tions and of children up to age 26. 

Many of the details of the new system remain to be 
worked out, and political changes could affect the outcome 
- total repeal is unlikely, but a conservative Congress could 
move to “starve the law” by refusing to fund its programs.

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Farm to Table to Policy 

On Oct. 11, local Austin food distributors, urban farmers, 
and sustainable food advocates met with state Rep. Eddie 
Rodriguez, D-Austin, at a “farm-to-table” town hall meeting at 
the East Side Show Room to discuss how the Legislature can 
help support the emerging local food economy in the upcom- 
ing 2011 session. The conversation included issues such as 
access to water, licensing and certification roadblocks, the 
complete lack of recognition for small farmers by the Texas 
Department of Agriculture, and the ever-present struggle to 
balance small margins against hefty overhead costs. 

Dorsey Barger of HausBar Farms and Eastside Cafe 
echoed the group’s concerns with property taxes, which don’t 
always accurately reflect the use of small farmers’ land. Erin 
Flynn of Green Gate Farms explained the difficulty of obtain- 
ing agricultural tax exemptions, which require that the farm- 
land be the owner’s only source of income (nearly impossible 
for small urban farmers). Farms are not recognized on zoning 
maps, and the Department of Transportation frequently 
removes their signage. “They can’t find us!” Flynn lamented. 

Many bemoaned the uselessness of the TDA “Go Texan” 
designation, which they feel amounts to little more than a 
marketing tool for large-scale growers to export to other coun- 
tries. Several attendees stated that small, organic farmers 
have no true ally in the government. The bottom-line senti- 
ment was, in Flynn’s words, “Small farmers are suffering 
under regulations that were intended for large factory farms.” 

Rodriguez voiced an increased interest in getting behind 
the local food movement. The Texas Cottage Food Bill (also 
known as the “Bake Sale Bill”), which would exempt certain 
homemade items from Health Department regulations, didn’t 


pass in the last session, but Rodriguez assured the room 
that he would support it again the next time around. 

Paige Hill of Urban Patchwork Neighborhood Farms also 
touched on a larger societal issue: “Accessibility is not just 
about price but the time and resources needed to prepare 
fresh food,” she said. With the fast-paced, instant gratification 
lifestyle most Americans regard as the norm, “food culture has 
pretty much disappeared in this country.” Paula McDermott of 
the Sustainable Food Policy Board and several others 
emphasized the importance of public education about how to 
select and prepare fresh food and the benefits of supporting 
local food producers. 

What exactly constitutes “local” was a discussion all its 
own, especially with more and more restaurants claiming 
the buzzword. The definition varies depending on the item; 
for seafood, “local” means the Texas coast, while for meats, 
poultry, fruits, and vegetables, the common reference point 
is within a 150-mile radius. Without real incentives to 
exhaust truly local sources, most restaurants buy produce 
from large-scale, mono-crop farms at prices smaller farmers 
can’t compete with. 

Other topics of note included the need for schools to have 
access to and education about fresh food, the lack of infra- 
structure to bring produce from existing school gardens into 
school kitchens, and the Health Department’s lockdown on 
sampling at farmers’ markets, which often prevents tasting, and 
hence the sale, of produce grown for flavor before appearance. 

This being the first open dialogue between local farmers 
and legislators, Rodriguez walked away with a long list of 
ideas and grievances to explore, and the conversation will 
likely continue before the 82nd legislative session convenes 
in January. - Katie Walsh

Pediatric Experts Say 
Babysitter Is Innocent 

New evidence proves that a woman convicted of murder 
in 2005 is in fact innocent, according to court papers filed 
Oct. 20. Rosa Estela Olvera Jimenez was convicted and 
sentenced to 99 years in prison in connection with the 
death of toddler Bryan Gutierrez; Jimenez was babysitting 
Gutierrez in January 2003 when prosecutors say she shoved 
a wad of paper towels down his throat. Gutierrez lived until 
April 2003. At trial, doctors who treated Gutierrez opined 
that an intentional choking was the only way to explain the 
paper in his throat - but now three of the nation’s leading 
pediatric specialists have reviewed the evidence and testi- 
mony, and they say none of it suggests Gutierrez’s choking 
was anything but a tragic accident. 

“This is a case of two tragic accidents: the accidental 
choking of [Gutierrez] and the wrongful conviction of 
[Jimenez] for injury to a child and murder,” lawyer Bryce 
Benjet wrote in a writ filed yesterday in District Judge 
Charlie Baird’s court (Baird’s predecessor, Judge Jon Wisser, 
presided over the original trial). “All of the evidence and 
testimony in this case has now been reviewed by two of the 
top clinicians in the nation dealing with pediatric airway 
and pediatric critical care,” reads the document. “Both con- 
firm that [Gutierrez] likely choked on the paper towel acci- 
dentally.” A leading pediatric forensic pathologist also sup- 
ports that conclusion. “When this evidence is contrasted 
with the incomplete and unreliable opinions offered by the 
State at trial,” the writ continues, “it is clear that Ms. 
Jimenez is innocent.” 

Benjet argues that Jimenez was also denied access to 
experts at trial and the effective assistance of her trial 
attorney Leonard Martinez. “Ms. Jimenez has been incarcer- 
ated now for over seven years in a case where there is 
absolutely no credible, reliable, scientific evidence that she 
did anything wrong,” said Benjet in a statement. “We are 
asking that Ms. Jimenez’s conviction be overturned and that 
she be declared innocent.” - Jordan Smith

POP GOES OUR ANTI-POPPY POLICY 

Recently, I found myself humming an old 
Beatles song: “Poppy Fields Forever.” 

Okay, John Lennon’s lyric was about not 
poppies but strawberries. However, I start- 
ed humming the song because I was 
thinking about our country’s multitrillion- 
dollar mission to build a viable central 
government and a new economy in 
Afghanistan. The White House and 
Pentagon tell us that one of the keys to 
success in this massive nation-building 
effort is to wean impoverished Afghan 
farmers from dependence on their only 
reliable moneymaking crop: poppies. 

Yes, opium poppies. Afghanistan is by 
far the world’s No. 1 producer of this drug 
crop, which is bought by traffickers who 
move it from remote Afghan villages to our 
streets, some 7,000 miles away. Not only 
are our troops defending a country that 
routinely fuels America’s narcotics prob- 
lem, but the Taliban forces that are killing 
and maiming our soldiers are largely 
financed by payments they extract from 
these opium traffickers. 

Thus, it was good news when our offi- 
cials proudly and loudly announced in 
September that poppy cultivation in 
Helmand province dropped 7% this year, 
thanks to hundreds of millions of dollars 
we’ve spent to persuade farmers there to 
switch from poppies to veggies. 

But don’t get too high on this progress. 
Nationwide, this year’s production was as 
high as ever. Indeed, it increased by a third 
in Kandahar, a key province ruled by the 
Afghan president’s own brother, who is said 
to be getting a piece of the action. Also, 
2011 looks worse, for poppy prices have 
nearly tripled this year, enticing more farm- 
ers to abandon lower-paying alternative 
crops and return to planting the old standby. 

Poppy fields might truly be forever. And 
that’s another reason to get our troops out 
of there, pronto.

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Doggett vs. the Doctor 

Will right-wingers oust the liberal congressman? 

Tea party on, dudes.

The odds of Columbus emergency room 
physician Donna Campbell, a Republican, 
unseating eight-term Democratic 
Congressman Lloyd Doggett are pretty slim 
(and slimmer yet for the Libertarian candi- 
date, Austinite Jim Stutsman). But don’t tell 
that to the tea partiers - they’ve gotten it into 
their heads that, because seven of 
Congressional District 25 ’s counties are rural 
and President Obama’s popularity has taken 
a tumble, Doggett is vulnerable to the 
Colorado County doctor. That logic effec- 
tively ignores the eighth county, Travis, and 
its ability to overwhelm the rest (see “Stuff 
Like This Makes Your Face Twitch,” Oct. 8). 

Still, lightning does occasionally strike, so 
it’s worth hearing out the Republican. 

“Mr. Doggett, while he has to be applaud- 
ed for his lifetime achievement in service, his 
policies I do not feel reflect our district,” says 
Campbell. One example, she says, is health 
care, where the federal government has made 
“a tremendous power grab.” Given her pro- 
fession, it’s an area where she can speak with 
some authority. One of the major arguments 
for expanding health care coverage is that it 
would relieve pressure from people coming 
to ERs for what could be handled with pre- 
ventive care. “People now, if they are indi- 
gent, the programs are out there for them to 
be able to go to a primary care doctor,” 
Campbell says. “But because the emergency 
room is so accessible, 
it is used for discretion- 
ary medical care.” 

Campbell calls for 
the repeal of “Obama- 
care” and says Congress 
should allow the sale of 
insurance across state 
lines, thus creating 
more competition 
between carriers. It’s 
an issue over which 
Doggett has already 
been targeted - he was 
heavily involved in 
crafting the health care 
law, and he made 
national headlines last 
year when videos went 
viral of tea partiers 
shouting him down at 
town hall meetings and hounding him to his 
car. Yet, the nature of CD 25 is such that 
Doggett also can criticize the new law. While 
conservative Democrats across the nation hold 
Obama at arm’s length, Doggett does so as 
well by pointing out the obvious - that the 
president is considerably more centrist than 
those hysterically crying “socialism!” believe 
(including Campbell, who told a tea party rally 
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last year that “socialism 
looms on our hori- 
zon”). The legisla- , 

tion didn’t go far 
enough, he says. 

“I only wish 
this bill were as 
good as they say 
it is bad,” he 
says. “There are 
a number of 
shortcomings in 
this legislation. But 
they’re not the short- 
comings the tea party is 
pointing to. For example, 
postponing the effective date for 
most of the provisions until 2014 has noth- 
ing to do with good policy; it only related to 
the administration’s insistence that they would 
not go above an arbitrary cost figure even if it 
was paid for in the total cost of the bill.” 
Somewhat similarly to Campbell’s position, 
Doggett continues: “The relegating of so much 
responsibility to the states and having separate 
exchanges in each state through which you’ll 
purchase insurance rather than one national 
exchange is another real shortcoming. We 
have significant work to do to strengthen and 
improve this bill.” 

Both candidates agree that the economy is 
this campaign’s major issue. “Our economy 


out that he opposed the corporate bailouts, 
regardless of which president proposed them. 

Republicans have also gone after “the 
Doggett amendment,” a provision he added to 
an education appropriations bill this summer, 
requiring Gov. Rick Perry to ensure that certain 
stimulus funding be “used to supplement 
and not supplant State formula fund- 
■ K ing” for education. The provision 

W applied only to Texas. On

doesn’t seem to be as robust as before; it’s a 
softer economy,” Campbell says. “We have got 
such job loss across the nation.” She acknowl- 
edges that some of the groundwork for the 
current crisis was laid before Democrats came 
to power, but “it’s gotten worse since the 
ultraliberals took over in the Congress.” But 
on economic issues, again, the liberal Doggett 
can distance himself from Obama, pointing 


that the measure put 
“unconstitutional language 
into an appropriations bill strip- 
ping school districts and the state 
of Texas from education funds 
unless they ceded control to the fed- 
eral government.” Republicans com- 
plain that bowing 
to the provision would 
bind the hands of future 
Legislatures and say the 
Texas Constitution for- 
bids the governor from 
doing that. 

Doggett defends the 
move, saying it was nec- 
essary to prevent Perry 
and state lawmakers 
from using federal 
money meant for school 
job creation to backfill 
shortfalls in the state 
budget instead, as they 
did last year. “There was 
never any intent to get 
Governor Perry to do 
any more than what his 
constitutional powers 
allow him to do,” says Doggett. In fact, he says, 
in order to “get stimulus money in the first 
place,” Perry signed an application form bind- 
ing Texas to a three-year commitment toward 
spending the money on education. The amend- 
ment, says Doggett, “is not requiring him to do 
more in terms of his powers as governor than 
what he exercised without raising this funny 
constitutional argument last year. 


“As far as the overall purpose of the 
amendment, it is to do exactly what Rick 
Perry and every Republican in Congress said 
they want, and that’s to get the money to 
Texas schools. They didn’t want any federal 
money coming here; they only got interested 
in crying about whether Texas schools were 
getting their fair share after this bill passed 
over Republican objections. 

“I had a couple members come up to me 
afterward and say, ‘Can I get this for my 
state?”’ claims Doggett. 

Campbell also slams Doggett’s leadership in 
the anti-war camp, also writing on her web- 
site, “Lloyd Doggett voted twice to cut off 
funding for our troops while in harm’s way. An 
early withdrawal from Iraq, as he suggested, 
would have lost the war and left the area 
under the influence 
of terrorists and 
an unstable Iran. 
Instead, we can now 
bring our troops 
home safely and 
claim victory.” 
Again, war is 
another issue that 
finds Doggett to 
the left of the 
president. He has 
spoken out against 
Obama’s Afghanistan 
policy, and as for 
Campbell’s charge, “That’s 
utter nonsense,” he says. “No 
country has gained more from our 
going into Iraq than Iran. We 
strengthened Iran by this action. . . . 
It’s a very dear price in blood and 
treasure for the result, which is 
a failure to have a political climate 
that assures any long-term stability 
in Iraq.” 

Traditional left-right issues will also work 
against Campbell. She is staunchly opposed to 
abortion, even in cases of rape or incest, and 
says there are “so many people waiting to 
adopt” (though that doesn’t move her to 
include gays and lesbians among those many). 
And she’s opposed to minimum wage laws, 
which Doggett gleefully points out. 

Ultimately, whether Doggett’s liberal lean- 
ings fairly represent CD 25 ’s other seven 
counties will likely become moot. After next 
year’s redistricting, he says, Texas will likely 
end up with four new congressional dis- 
tricts, and the numbers will probably force 
some districts to shrink in size. Doggett 
thinks one of the new districts will have to 
more closely remember the old, Austin- 
centric CD 10 that he represented before 
Tom DeLay and the GOP tore it apart in 
2003, forcing Doggett to move. 

Still, presuming they retain the redistrict- 
ing majority in the next Legislature, the 
Republicans may find a way to stick it to him 
again, Doggett says: “I do not underestimate 
the imagination of Republicans to try to 
reconfigure the district to make it as difficult 
as possible.” ■ 
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Those Other Congressional Races 

Thanks to Tom DeLay and the Texas GOP’s gerrymandering in 2003, Austin went from being 
mostly represented by Democrat Lloyd Doggett in a compact Congressional District 10 to a four- 
way split between Doggett (CD 25) and Republicans Michael McCaul (CD 10), Lamar Smith (CD 
21), and John Carter (CD 31). 

DeLay’s intention - to force most of liberal Austin into Republican representation - has held 
up since then (except for his main goal, to drive Doggett from office). In 2008, Democrat Larry 
Joe Doherty, after raising $1.2 million (including $100,000 of his own) in a failed bid to take out 
McCaul, summed up the intractability of DeLay’s handiwork: “The monster that was created to 
produce the result that has occurred tonight,” he said drolly, “has in fact produced the result 
that occurred tonight.” 

This go-round, the Dems don’t appear to have a candidate of Doherty’s potential - at least, 
not after high tech CEO Jack McDonald bailed early in the election cycle, despite apparently 
having huge fundraising potential. So Austinites should probably expect two more years of the 
same, until the 2011 redistricting occurs. That said, here are snapshots of the races: 


DISTRICT 10 

West Lake Hills , northeast Travis County , 
all or part of six rural counties , and western 
Harris County 

A rematch of a mismatch: McCaul has held 
10 since 2004, the first election after its radi- 
cal redesign. The closest any Dem has come to 
taking out McCaul was in 2008 with Doherty’s 
43%. Before that, in 2006, was retired NASA 
executive Ted Ankrum (40%), and now he’s 
back for another shot at the champ, along with 
Libertarian Jeremiah “JP” Perkins. McCaul was 
a consistent and predictable Republican vote 
throughout the Bush years, although, for what 
it’s worth, he was the least awful of a pretty 
extreme-right Republican field in that first 
election. The few areas where he has stood out 
have been initiatives on green schools 
(although he otherwise gets dismal appraisals 
from the environmental community) and cyber 
security (on which he co-authored a bipartisan 
report in 2008). Ankrum criticizes him as “a 
multi-millionaire who has never done anything 
except work the government jobs that his 
father-in-law [Clear Channel Communications 
Chair Lowry Mays] got him.” Ankrum ran his 
2006 campaign against the Iraq war and says 
job creation is now his main issue. 


DISTRICT 21 

Western Travis , northeast Bexar County , 
and six Hill Country counties 

Lamar Smith was first elected in 1986 and 
has held the seat despite multiple reshapings. 
He is most noted for his hard line on border 
issues and, like most Republicans, conflates 
the issues of illegal immigration and terrorism. 
Democrat and Austin real estate broker Lainey 
Melnick has been running a smart, issues-ori- 
ented campaign criticizing Smith’s recent 
votes, but unfortunately for her, there likely 
aren’t enough Democrats in this very red area. 
The Libertarian is James Arthur Strohm. 

DISTRICT 31 

Williamson County northward to Stephenville 
The surest of these very sure Republican 
bets. After three Dems since 2004 failed to 
get even close to taking out John Carter, the 
party isn’t even trying this go-round - 
Libertarian Bill Oliver is his only opponent. 
Carter has exemplified the worst of the GOP 
since taking office - typical are a 2004 edito- 
rial in the Statesman saying that war oppo- 
nents are anti-soldier and a 2009 constituent 
newsletter calling President Obama a Marxist.

Election Headlines 

> Gov. Rick Perry was true to his word and was a no-show at the KLRU co-sponsored gubernatorial 
candidate debate Oct. 19. Perry left the stage open for Democratic challenger Bill White, 

Libertarian Kathie Glass, and Green Deb Shafto to blast his record. 

If you distrust Travis County’s electronic voting machines, too bad, at least until 2013. On 
Tuesday, the Commissioners Court voted to support the recommendations of the county’s Election 
Study Group - to continue using the machines as is through that date but to “move away from an all- 
electronic voting system to one that offers electronically counted paper ballots.” Activists calling for 
hand-counted paper ballots blasted the recommendations to no avail. 

Rep. Valinda Bolton, D-Austin, is getting an unexpected boost from Libertarians, who have attacked 
her Republican opponent Paul Workman for running what they call “sleazy” campaign spots attack- 
ing the incumbent for her opposition to Jessica’s Law. The U.S. Supreme Court has already ruled 
the sections of the bill allowing the death penalty for repeat child sex offenders unconstitutional. 

Williamson County Democratic Party Chair Gregory Windham confused House District 52 voters on 
Oct. 19 by quitting his leadership post, then endorsing Republican Larry Gonzales over Democratic 
incumbent Diana Maldonado. The Maldonado campaign quietly noted that the party had actually 
asked for his resignation six months ago due to his “erratic behavior.” 

Gov. Perry’s handling of the Texas Emerging Technology Fund remains a campaign question, with 
Democrats asking how Convergen LifeSciences Inc. - owned by Austin entrepreneur, two-time 
bankruptcy filer, and Perry donor David Nance - managed to bypass two application stages and 
still receive $4.5 million. White’s campaign has called the TETF “a ‘Second Chances Fund’ for 
[Perry’s] friends.”

The ‘Obamacare’ Scare 

GOP employs national playbook in local House races

Did anyone mention to the Republican 
Party of Texas that President Barack Obama 
isn’t running for re-election this year? 

Even though the Texas GOP holds all state- 
wide elected offices and both chambers of the 
Legislature, the tenor of this election season 
has been to portray themselves as the under- 
dog. Their campaign strategy has been to con- 
nect every Democrat directly to the Obama 
administration and present Texas Republicans 
as the only defense against federal policies 
gone mad. First Gov. Rick Perry mused pub- 
licly about secession, now Lt. Gov. David 
Dewhurst is running a Repeal Obamacare 
website - encouraging donors to make a con- 
tribution to Dewhurst’s re-election campaign. 
That anti-D.C., anti- Obama rhetoric has 
reached on down to the state House races. 

This is arguably a watershed election year in 
Travis County, because it’s probably the last 
November that its voters will return six state 
representatives to the House. The first order of 
business next session will be the regularly 
scheduled redrawing of district maps, and as 
Travis’ population increases, it’s likely the 
county delegation will gain at least one more 
member in the 2012 election. For now, the 
Republicans are continuing the same strategy 
they’ve followed for the last decade: Target the 
three seats on the west side of the county. 
Austin’s reputation as the blue dot in a sea of 
red makes it easy to forget that, as recently as 
2002, that was Republican country. Mark 
Strama broke that stranglehold by taking 
House District 50 from GOP incumbent Jack 
Stick in 2004, then Donna Howard took 
neighboring HD 48 in a special election in 
2006, the same year Valinda Bolton picked up 
HD 47 in the Southwest. The only GOP push 
in East Austin is a minor challenge in HD 5 1 
to four-term incumbent Eddie Rodriguez from 
Marilyn Jackson, running on a platform that 
would end property taxes and the business 
franchise tax while expanding sales taxes. 

Bolton, as the holder of the last seat to flip 
and the one held by the smallest margins 
(4.7% in 2006 and 2.4% in 2008), remains 
the GOP’s No. 1 target in Travis. Republican 
challenger Paul Workman, a former Real Estate 
Council of Austin board member, has tried to 


paint her as a liberal with a direct line to 
Obama, even resorting to Photoshopping the 
president into a picture of her. Workman’s 
campaign website featured a photo of Bolton 
speaking at the Texas AFL-CIO offices in 
Austin with U.S. Rep. Lloyd Doggett in the 
audience. If that wasn’t filled with enough dog 
whistles for tea party voters, the Workman 
campaign digitally replaced a framed photo of 
Texas AFL-CIO Secretary-Treasurer John 
Patrick with one of Obama, explaining that 
because the two Democrats “are so closely 
aligned, we have taken the liberty to add 
Obama’s picture in this photograph.” 

Bolton accepted that this attack - strange as 
it may be - was part of a broader strategy of 
Obama-baiting, but, she said: “It’s odd to me 
that whether it’s a candidate for [justice of the 
peace] or a candidate for Congress, the talking 
points are all the same. So I don’t know what 
that says about what they plan to do 
about issues here.” She also argued 
that the Workman rhetoric ^ 
underestimated the political ^ 
savvy of local voters, for 
whom the Legislature is an 
everyday reality. She said: 

“Thanks to the Capitol view 
corridors, they see the 
Capitol. It’s not this invisible 
or remote thing to them. In 
this district, we have a lot of 
people who work at the Capitol 
or for state government, or they’re 
retired state employees, so they’re very 
aware of what state government means.” 
Workman’s campaign did not respond to a 
request for comment, but Texas AFL-CIO 
spokesman Ed Sills called the Photoshop inci- 
dent ridiculous and said: “You might as well 
paint bunny ears on her. What’s the point, 
exactly?” He said the incident validated the 
union’s decision to endorse Bolton over 
Workman: “If they want to play with the truth 
like that, what does that say about all the other 
statements they’re making in this campaign?” 
No. 2 on the GOP hit list is Howard, who 
faces a challenge from local ESPN host Dan 
Neil. For a while it looked like Neil was going to 
be given the big push: As the only executive 
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board member for GOP fundraising body 
GOPAC-TX to not have held elected office, the 
former Denver Bronco was expected to wash the 
incumbent away with cash. That never hap- 
pened, but Howard is still getting hit with the 
Obama connection. Along with Bolton, she’s 
been slammed as an “ObamaCare Fanatic” by 
anti-tax activists Texans for Fiscal Responsibility. 
Because of widespread concerns about the 
economy, she said, “That’s resonating, even 
though it has nothing to do with us or the criti- 
cal state issues.”

ing for pragmatic and practical 
solutions to local issues like 
education and water quality. 
Howard said, “What I hear 
most often from people is 
that they’re worried about 
partisan dialogue rhetoric ris- 
ing above good public policy.” 
It’s the same playbook in 
HD 50, where Republican Patrick 
McGuinness is challenging Strama, 
who chairs the House Technology, Economic 
Development & Workforce Committee. In a 
30-second spot called “Patrick McGuinness: A 
New Way for Texas,” Strama’s face is juxtaposed 
with the famous Obama Hope image created by 
graffiti artist Shepard Fairey, while an endless 
cadre of identical suit-wearing figures march in 
front of the U .S . Capitol. Strama says McGuinness 
has misjudged the district. In 2008, 58% of HD 
50 voters backed Obama, but Strama beat 
Republican Jerry Mikus with 63% of the vote. 
Strama said: “Five percent of my district that 
voted against Obama voted for me because they 
looked at me on the issues. To think that the 
voters in my district vote on such vague gener- 
alities that are nonspecific to me and my repre- 
sentation is to underestimate them.” 

The reality is that, no matter who wins in 
November, what they face in 2011 has the 
makings of a nightmare session. The most 
recent estimate from the Legislative Budget 
Board leaves lawmakers with a $20.6 billion 
deficit, and there’s already discussion of a 
complete overhaul of education funding to fill 
an additional potential $3 billion drop in 
property taxes. Add in the once-a-decade 
agony of redistricting, and the common pre- 
diction is for multiple special sessions deep 
into the summer of 2011. Strama said: 
“There’s no good light to shine on it. It’s going 


to be a very painful session, but the question 
is, are we going to be thoughtful and delibera- 
tive and strategic, or are we just going to be 
ideological and demagogic?” 

Even in its run to the right, the local GOP 
still faces its traditional threat from the 
Libertarian Party of Texas. While George 
Emery is the sole challenger to Rep. Dawnna 
Dukes in HD 46, and Nathan Kleffman takes 
on Rep. Elliott Naishtat in HD 49, the con- 
tested seats are where they may have the big- 
gest impact. Kris Bailey is aiming for Bolton’s 
seat, and Libertarian activists are targeting 
Workman as a “corporate cronyist.” Ben 
Easton is back for a second swing in HD 48 
after pulling in 4% in 2008 against Howard 
when she handily beat Republican Pamela 
Waggoner 54% to 42%. Similarly, former 
Libertarian Party of Texas Operations Manager 
Arthur DiBianca, who pulled in 10.5% against 
Rodriguez in 2008, could split any conserva- 
tive protest vote with Jackson, while former 
Cato Institute Intern Program Director Emily 
Cowan provides a third party option in the 
Strama/McGuinness race. 

In an attempt to lock down the fiscal conser- 
vative vote, all three West Travis Republicans 
have adopted the dogmatic “no new taxes” 
stance, and all three signed the Taxpayer 
Protection Pledge issued by conservative think 
tank Empower Texans - another offshoot of 
Texans for Fiscal Responsibility - to “oppose 
and vote against any and all efforts to increase 
taxes.” With the number of House Republicans 
taking the same position, the pressure will be on 
to slash state spending. When the budget debate 
starts, Strama said, “It’s going to be about mini- 
mizing the harm.” However, like Bolton, he isn’t 
convinced that Republicans will gain traction 
among Austin voters by blithely portraying the 
state government as the enemy. He said, “You 
have a lot of state employees and people that do 
business with the state, so there’s a lot of con- 
cern about the projected budget shortfall.” 
Bolton described the blanket conservative 
approach of “cut, cut, cut, cut, and to the 
extent that there’s fallout, we’ll deal with it 
later,” as being “really shortsighted.” She 
argued that’s why the electoral concentration 
on Obama misses the real mission of the 
Legislature next year. “We have huge issues 
facing us, and no one else is going to do that 
for us,” she said. “They’re not going to come 
down from the federal level. They’re not going 
to come up from the municipal level. We have 
to do it at the state level.” ■ 
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Tea Partiers Party to 
Ethics Violations'? 

The tea party folks have been hitting hard 
this election cycle, and this week, the Texas 
Democratic Party hit back. 

On Monday, the TDP expanded its lawsuit 
against alleged collusion between the Green 
Party and Republican operatives to include the 
King Street Patriots, as well. Similarly, Texans 
for Public Justice, a nonprofit that tracks the 
influence of money in politics, filed an ethics 
complaint against KSP, a Houston tea party 
group that’s been vowing to “true the vote” in 
the Houston area by sending activists not only 
to be Harris County poll watchers but also sign- 
ing them up as official election judges, for the 
purpose of fighting supposedly rampant elec- 
tion fraud by Democrats. Harris County will be 
crucial to former Houston Mayor Bill White’s 
challenge to Gov. Rick Perry. 

How are they funding this operation? The 
TDP suit alleges that KSP is getting cash from 
Republican groups, but, in violation of the law, 
they have “failed to file any reports or registra- 
tions for KSP and/or their political committee. 
Furthermore, the KSP Defendants make their 
unlawful expenditures in coordination with the 
Republican Party and/or one or more of its can- 
didates.” Rather than following laws that require 
nonprofits working on political issues to be up 
front about funding sources, KSP is a “sham 
domestic nonprofit corporation that instead 
acts as an unregistered and illegal political 
committee,” the suit says. It claims that KSP 
will be acting “with the sole intent to deceive 
and discourage lawful voting. These practices 
will be targeted to undermine the vote of 
Plaintiffs and to undermine the vote of certain 
segments of the population.” 

In a Monday press conference, TDP lawyer 
Chad Dunn said such activities were already 
occurring on the first day of early voting - includ- 
ing “shouting misinformation out to voters as they 
enter the polling booth and following voters and 
standing behind them as they try to cast their 
vote.” They backed this claim the next day with an 
official Harris County report on voter complaints 
of Oct. 18 and early Oct. 19, including 11 com- 
plaints of “voter intimidation,” mostly described 
as “poll watcher intimidating voter inside voting 
area.” The report did not attribute the incidents to 
a particular party or group, but the Houston 
Chronicle reported that most complaints came 
from predominantly minority precincts. 

Speaking for the KSP, the Liberty Institute - 
a right-wing think tank and legal organization 
known for its role in the State Board of Education 
battles - denied the allegations to online politi- 
cal newsletter Quorum Report, saying that only 
candidates and political parties could register 
as poll watchers. 

The suit was originally filed against the Green 
Party after a right-wing group provided a peti- 
tion with the necessary number of signatures to 
get the Greens on the Texas ballot, allegedly for 
the purpose of drawing liberal votes away from 
White. The TDP filed suit to discover the source 
of those funds (see “Greens Gain Ballot Access 
in Curious Fashion,” July 9). - Lee Nichols

Hampton seeks to break GOP lock on Appeals court

Here’s the thorny question facing local 
defense attorney Keith Hampton: What does 
it take to galvanize voters to elect a Democrat 
to the Republican-dominated Court of 
Criminal Appeals? 

The state’s highest criminal court, which, 
among other things, reviews all death penalty 
cases, has been the sole domain of Republicans 
since the 1998 election, when the last Demo- 
crat on that bench - current Travis County 
District Judge Charlie Baird - was replaced 
during a continuing GOP surge led by top-of- 
the-ballot Gov George W Bush. Since then, 
the Democrats haven’t consistently chal- 
lenged the GOP for any of the nine seats on 
the most powerful criminal court in the state. 
In a very real way, says Hampton, the 
Democrats have all but ceded the court to the 
Republicans. “Libertarians never fail to have a 
candidate,” he says, but the Dem message to 
voters is along the lines of “just go to sleep on 
your couch for another election cycle.” 

As far as Hampton is concerned, 
it’s time for a big change on the 
court, and he’s determined to 
give incumbent Judge Michael 
Keasler (the Republican who 
unseated incumbent Baird 
in 1998) a run for the money. 

But the question remains: 

Will it be enough? 

As far as the money is con- 
cerned, Hampton has raised 
and spent far more than Keasler, 
though the most recent reports, filed 
30 days before the election, show Keasler 
with a slightly higher balance in his war chest 
- $10,221 compared to Hampton’s $6,549. 
Keasler appears to be relying on his Republican 
incumbency to carry the day in a red state, but 
that hasn’t protected him in the endorsement 
race. Hampton won the nod last month from 
The Dallas Morning News, which opined that 
Hampton would help “rebalance” the court, 
which is dominated by former prosecutors 
(seven of the nine judges) . “If elected, [Hampton] 
would be the only member to have involvement 
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in a capital murder case from indictment all the 
way to the U.S. Supreme Court.” 

Hampton, who was voted the most quali- 
fied candidate in the race by his peers, likes to 
offer this fact: He has more actual experience 
in death penalty cases than all of the current 
nine CCA judges combined. That seems to get 
attention at campaign rallies, he says. It’s a 
factoid that has stayed with him since he 
began giving speeches earlier this year, because 
drawing voter attention to a race for the CCA 
is a job in itself. First of all, there’s the fact that 
potential judges are limited in what they can 
say on the campaign trail; for example, they 
can’t speak about issues that might come 
before them on the bench. 

Hampton has worked hard to find a way to 
get people to listen - and to care. Among the 
highlights from his finessed campaign speech: 
This is the court that opined that “poor people 
accused of crimes are not entitled to a lawyer 
that is awake at trial,” he says. “That’s 
when people start to look up - that’s 
an attention-grabber.” Hampton 
says he tries to remind people 
that the business of this court 
is, in fact, life and death. 
And he’s been doing this at 
some unlikely places - or 
perhaps, places where 
Democratic statewide judi- 
cial candidates haven’t exactly 
spent a lot of time. For 
Hampton, this means courting 
voters in North and West Texas and 
speaking most anywhere he is invited - a 
schedule that had him shuttling from Lubbock 
to Odessa to Abilene, Utopia, Smithville, and 
back again several times this summer. 

So far he’s only attended one organized tea 
party event, at the Living Waters Church in 
Utopia, Texas, and he was pleasantly surprised 
by the warm (if initially skeptical) reception. It 
was clear at first, he says, that the 50 or so 
folks at the rally “generally assumed I was on 
the Republican ticket.” He said, no, he’s actu- 
ally a Democrat. After his remarks, a man 




stood up and asked the first question: “Why 
are you a Democrat?” Hampton recalls. “He 
said it in a way that was like, ‘But you’re one 
of us!”’ Hampton says he cracked up - and 
the rest of the crowd joined in. In all, he says, 
it was a very good experience - the kind of 
experience that has become a staple of his 
statewide campaign. Early on, he says, he 
decided that “if I wanted to be more than just 
my campaign, I’d head to places that others 
weren’t going.” Indeed, he argues that reach- 
ing out to unconventional crowds, at least for 
a Democrat, is the way to go: “Unless you 
reach out to them, you’re conceding the field 
to the only other people who are talking to 
them.” Whether this will make any difference 
in November, of course, remains to be seen. 

Keasler declined an interview request, but 
did answer two Chronicle questions by e-mail. 
For starters, he notes he is most proud of his 
12-year “record of clear, principled judicial 
decision-making, resulting in bringing Texas 
criminal jurisprudence back into the main- 
stream, while constantly striving to render jus- 
tice in each individual case.” (This appears to 
refer to his admission to the Morning News that 
the CCA has developed a “poor reputation” 
over the past years. Still, Keasler’s assertion 
that he has helped bring the court back into 
the mainstream is a matter of opinion. In the 
Dallas case of Wesley Ronald Tuley, for exam- 
ple, Keasler joined a dissenting opinion, which 
concluded that the court isn’t the proper place 
to lodge a claim of actual innocence when a 
defendant has discovered new and compelling 
evidence after he has already accepted a plea 


deal. A better venue for relief, the dissenters 
assert, is via the Governor’s Office and the 
executive clemency process. (As it happens, 
Hampton was the lawyer who argued the case, 
and won, at the CCA.) Keasler also wrote that 
he is the better candidate for the job. He has 
43 years of criminal law experience - starting 
as a prosecutor and trial judge in Dallas 
County - and has been endorsed by former 
Republican Texas Supreme Court Judges Tom 
Phillips, Craig Enoch, and Scott Blister. “Voters 
should want a judge who is fair and ethical, has 
intelligence and common sense, has a recog- 
nized expertise in his profession, has a strong 
work ethic, has the respect of his peers and 
those who come before his court, and consid- 
ers all sides of issues with an open mind,” he 
wrote. “Those who know me believe that I 
have these qualities.” It’s not that he means to 
disparage Hampton “and his accomplish- 
ments,” he wrote. “I simply have a longer and 
more varied criminal law background.” 

Hampton would disagree, of course, but he 
has chosen not to attack the court or his oppo- 
nent in the race. Rather, he says, he is inter- 
ested in making the entire court better. And he 
is optimistic that his hard work racing across 
the state and standing before whatever crowd 
will listen, might in fact pay off for the Demo- 
crats for the first time in more than a decade 
- a chance that he feels is certainly possible, 
especially since it seems unlikely that Perry 
will bring to the polls a throng of excited 
straight- ticket voters. “Without a landslide,” 
he says, “down-the-ballot guys are really out 
on their own.” ■ 


The Race To Balance 
Out the Supremes 

Three seats are up for grabs on the nine- 
member Texas Supreme Court, all held by 
Republican incumbents - Debra Lehrmann in 
Place 3, Paul Green in Place 5, and Eva 
Guzman in Place 9. There’s little doubt that 
the GOP will keep its lock on this bench; 
nonetheless, there are Democratic and 
Libertarian hopefuls in each race, trying to 
bring a bit of balance back to the court. See 
Jordan Smith’s profiles of each of the candi- 
dates, online at austinchronicle.com. 


Buttross Hit With Lawsuit 

Two former employees have filed a sex discrimination lawsuit against 
business owner David Buttross, a candidate for the Precinct 2 seat on 
the Travis County Commissioners Court. In the petition filed Oct. 12, former 
employees Karen Hoffman and Annette Frazier accuse Buttross of 
creating a hostile work environment by “engaging in severe and pervasive 
verbal and psychological abuse” that began in January 2009 and ended 
when the women quit the same year. Hoffman, who served as chief financial 
officer for Buttross Properties, left in August 2009, after eight years of 
employment, and Frazier, the company’s director of property management, 
resigned about four months later, the suit states. Hoffman also served as 
campaign treasurer for Buttross’ unsuccessful 2009 bid for mayor. 

The plaintiffs’ attorney, Kerry O’Brien, initially filed complaints against 
Buttross with the Equal Employment Opportunity Commission, which dis- 
missed both claims - an action O’Brien says is fairly common for the EEOC. 


“It says absolutely nothing about the merits of the case,” he said. O’Brien 
noted that the timing of the lawsuit was dictated by the timing of the EEOC’s 
decision, which includes a window of time in which a lawsuit can be filed. In 
this case the claim could have been brought after the Nov. 2 election, but 
O’Brien said he saw no need to wait. “I wanted to get his attention,” O’Brien 
said. “I don’t believe [Buttross] deserves any special accommodations 
because of the election.” 

Buttross denied the allegations and wondered aloud why newspapers are 
quick to paint him in a negative light, “without bothering to mention all the 
wonderful things that I do.” He said his philanthropic efforts include dona- 
tions to several local nonprofits and that he has helped more than 1,000 
renters become homeowners. “I’ve done a ton of amazing things for the city 
of Austin, and the city of Austin owes me a debt of gratitude.”

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An open letter from Mayor Lee Leffingwell 


Dear Friends: 

I’m writing this letter to ask for your support for Proposition 1, the $90 million City of Austin 
transportation bond proposal on the November ballot.

Punch-Bug Politics 

Judicial candidates weigh influence of partisanship in 353rd

With just weeks to go before election day, 
Tim Sulak, who is running for judge in Travis 
County’s 353rd Civil District Court, was ready 
to make his last big fundraising push on a 
weekday evening at a stately bash at Sullivan’s. 
The campaign had reserved the Ringside bar 
for an intimate show featuring Austin’s ubiqui- 
tous Ray Benson crooning alongside young 
jazz singer Kat Edmonson. It was a good ticket 
and brought a packed house. After 
Congressman Lloyd Doggett introduced him 
to the crowd of local politicos and many 
of the most stalwart of the court- 
house crowd, Sulak took the 
stage to address the group: He 
needs their continued sup- 
port, he told them - par- 
ticularly in word-of-mouth 
exchanges (and on 
Facebook) to help ensure 
that voters know who to 
choose for the 353rd, a 
race that’s “way down the 
ballot,” he said. In fact, he 
noted, “a lot of people don’t 
even know” that they’ll be asked 
to vote in a local judicial race in this 
election cycle. 

The race for the 353rd is the only contested 
district court race on the local ballot. In the 
all-blue Travis County Courthouse, conven- 
tional wisdom has it that Sulak is a shoo-in. 
But Sulak isn’t buying that. He’s pushing hard 
into the homestretch. That’s probably not a 
bad idea for a couple of reasons: His oppo- 
nent, Republican Jeff Rose, has been in the 
seat for about a year and has incumbency sta- 
tus, and, as Sulak joked onstage at the 
Ringside, Rose’s name is “easy to pronounce 


and easy to spell.” Plus, he said with a laugh, 
there are other folks with the same name 
(think Dripping Springs Dem Rep. Patrick 
Rose) who many Dems know and like. 

All joking aside, Sulak has raised the lion’s 
share of money in the race - he has $122,597 
on hand, according to the last pre-election 
filing - but Rose took in more during the last 
collection period than did Sulak, with 
$30,294 in contributions, to Sulak’s $16,250. 
Travis County Republicans’ ability to push 
Rose over the top seems improbable but 
not impossible, especially if Rose 
can earn any meaningful cross- 
over support. 

Party affiliation aside, 
voters will face a ballot 
with two well-qualified 
local judicial candidates. 
Sulak, a West native 
who’s been in Austin for 
nearly 40 years (he says 
he grew up in West but 
'grew up with Austin”), has 
been practicing law at the 
county courthouse for more 
than three decades. The calm and 
easygoing lawyer has done mostly plain- 
tiff’s work but says that isn’t a drawback. Just 
because he hasn’t represented defendants 
with a “line-item budget for legal expenses” 
doesn’t mean that he doesn’t understand the 
complexities of litigating a civil case from 
either side of the bar. “I have dealt with all 
kinds of complexities in my cases,” he says. 
“Although I haven’t defended clients, I have to 
understand what they do and where they are 
coming from,” he continues. “I have handled 
very complex legal matters and have to coun- 
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sel clients on the strengths and weaknesses” 
of both sides of each case. His ability to syn- 
thesize these things, he believes, is “part of the 
success of my practice.” 

In contrast, Rose, who was appointed by 
Gov. Rick Perry last year after the untimely 
death of Democratic Judge Scott Ozmun, has 
spent plenty of time litigating 
from each side of the fence - 
and a good bit of his experi- 
ence comes from six years in 
the Texas Office of Attorney 
General, under Greg Abbott, 
where he oversaw first the 
general litigation division and 
then the consumer protec- 
tion division. “There is a 
huge range of work” done at 
the A.G.’s Office, says Rose, 
an affable 41 -year- old. “It’s 
like a giant law firm repre- 
senting the state.” During his 
time at the office, he says, he 
“developed a passion” for 
consumer protection cases, 
for which he has acted as a 
plaintiff’s attorney in any 
number of actions. “I would 
get up in the morning and 
read the paper and see what 
was going on. I’d see stories 
that would make me think, 

‘Gee, the state should be 
doing something about this,”’ 
he says, to “protect Texans.” 

Both attorneys agree that 
litigation can be a long, com- 
plicated, and stressful pro- 
cess for clients and that get- 
ting to the point of resolution - bringing the 
parties to court to be heard by a judge or 
jury - is the most rewarding part of it. And, 
in a similar way, that appreciation has 
informed their views of what it means to be 
a judge. As Sulak puts it: “Courts have to 


offer [all parties] a dignified and respectful 
forum for everyone to enter into and come 
out of with an appreciation that even if they 
didn’t prevail, that they had a fair opportu- 
nity to be heard.” 

Rose says he has enjoyed his time on the 
bench and the campaign trail, regardless of 
what happens next month. 
(Rose is easy with a joke. He 
says his children have devel- 
oped a game, akin to the old 
Volkswagen “punch-bug” 
game, for spotting his cam- 
paign signs around town. 
“I’ve locked down the 6-to- 
10 demographic,” he says. 
“I’m big with the Cub Scout 
set.”) He knows the court- 
house can be a tough place 
for a member of the Travis 
County GOP to stay on the 
bench (there are no 
Republican judges in the 
county courthouse) and says 
he laments the fact that Texas 
selects its judges in partisan 
races, “because we all want 
judges who will apply the law 
. . . without being political 
and without being personal.” 
Sulak agrees that partisan 
judicial races are a challenge, 
and he certainly agrees that 
party affiliation doesn’t “mat- 
ter in the sense of deciding 
individual cases.” But he does 
think there is something to be 
said for having a sense of 
what sort of worldview 
informs a candidate. “While judges are 
required to maintain objectivity and some 
distance in the process, we also have to have 
the benefit of their life experience and perspec- 
tive,” he says. 

Running for this seat in particular is mean- 
ingful to Sulak, he says, because he counted 
Ozmun among his close friends, “and his 
death left a big void for us all.” Ozmun’ s 
death went into Sulak’s decision to run this 
year: “A good friend with a parallel career to 
mine and after having done this work for 32 
years,” he decided it was time to make the 
move, he says. 

Rose, meanwhile, believes that he’s done a 
good job on the bench and has taken the time 
to learn what he can in order to improve 
where possible (including a fair amount of 
studying family law, with which he says he 
didn’t have much experience but which has 
taken up a fair amount of his time on the 
bench) . As for his chances in the general elec- 
tion, he’s taking a wait-and-see approach: “I 
work to control the things I can control, and I 
don’t worry about the rest,” he says. “Politics 
end at the courthouse door.” ■ 
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Where We Actually 
Live: Part II

“One 12-nation study found Americans the 
least likely to discuss politics with people of 
different views, and this was particularly true 
of the well educated” ( The New York Times, 
March 19, 2009, p.A31). That’s what makes 
possible headlines like this: “Poll Finds Tea 
Party Backers Wealthier and More Educated” 
(The New York Times online, April 14). 
Conservatives and liberals are, in my experi- 
ence, equally self-segregated and equally able 
to ignore facts that fail to support their opin- 
ions. Like-minded people who continually 
reinforce one another’s beliefs can end up 
believing anything. 

The tea party’s battle cry of “take our coun- 
try back” prompts two questions: What coun- 
try? Take it back from whom? 

“Only 1 percent of Tea Party supporters are 
black and only 1 percent are Hispanic. It’s 
almost all white” ( The New York Times, April 
17, p.A17). In that case, “our” must mean 
“white” - the country I was born into, in 
which simply being a white American, espe- 
cially a white American male, puts you at the 
top of the world’s heap. 

This is subtler than simple racism. I doubt 
most tea partiers are more overtly racist than 
most white liberals. Rather, what’s at play is 
an innate sense of worth conferred by one’s 
birth - a status and an identity that have been 
not intentionally destroyed but inevitably dis- 
solved by circumstances impossible to reverse. 
The country they want back no longer exists. 

“During the past decade, 83 percent of U.S. 
population growth came from nonwhites” 

( The Week, May 21, p.20). Forty-eight “per- 
cent of births in the United States [have been] 
to minority mothers in the 12 months that 
ended July 2008. . . . The 50 percent 
benchmark could be reached 
as soon as this year” ( The New 
York Times, March 14, p.WK4). 
“[I]ntermarriage among Asian, 
black, Hispanic and white peo- 
ple now accounts for a record 
1 in 6 marriages in the United 
States. ... Of all 3.8 million 
adults who married in 2008, 31 
percent of Asians, 26 percent of 
Hispanic people, 16 percent of blacks and 
9 percent of whites married a person whose 
race or ethnicity was different from their own” 
C The New York Times, June 4, p.A12). 
“Hispanics have accounted for half of 
America’s total population growth since 2000. 

. . . White children are already a minority in 3 1 
of America’s 100 largest metropolitan areas. 
For America as a whole, whites will become a 
minority in preschools by 2021 and in the 
general population by 2042” ( The Economist, 
Jan. 9, p.31). By mid-2008, “one in four 


American counties . . . passed or are approach- 
ing the tipping point where black, Hispanic 
and Asian children constitute a majority of the 
under-20 population. ... [C]ounties in the 
nation’s industrial heartland, inner suburbs 
and Great Plains ... are losing their largely 
white child and young adult populations” 
(The New York Times online, Aug. 6, 2008). 
The U.S. Census Bureau reports that “ethnic 
diversity in small-town America has increased 
sharply in recent years” (The Week, Dec. 19, 
2008, p.6). “[T]he white population of big- 
city suburbs grew by 7% between 2000 and 
2006. In the same period the suburban Asian 
population grew by 16%, the black popula- 
tion by 24% and the Hispanic population by 
an astonishing 60%” (The Economist, May 29, 
2008, p.28). “In 2002, the birth rate for white 
women was 1.83 babies,” compared with 2.2 
for blacks and 3.0 for Hispanics (The Week, 
Nov. 18, 2005, p.15). 

This explains why “‘nativist extremist’ 
groups that confront and harass suspected 
immigrants have increased nearly 80 percent 
since President Obama took office, and anti- 
government ‘patriot’ groups more than tripled 
over that period” (The New York Times, March 
27, p.A19). But panicky, violent reactionaries 
cannot change birthrates. Given our increas- 
ing intermarriage, what is changing, under- 
neath the raucous hoopla, is the importance 
and status of anyone’s color. 

Here’s something else that the present 
policies of Democrats, Republicans, and tea 
partiers won’t change: 

“[T]he U.S. is the only industrialized coun- 
try in which young people are less likely than 
their parents to graduate from high school” 
(The New York Times, May 26, 2009, 
p.A19). “The U.S., which long 
enjoyed the world’s top high 
school graduation rate, has fallen 
to 13th place behind such coun- 
tries as South Korea, the Czech 
Republic, and Slovenia” (The 
Week, Nov. 14, 2008, p.20). In a 
study of “applied learning and 
problem-solving skills of 15-year- 
olds in 30 industrialized countries, 
the U.S. ranked 25th out of the 30 in math 
and 24th in science” (The New York Times, 
April 22, 2009, p.A27). Furthermore, “30 
million Americans have ‘below basic’ literacy 
skills” (The Week, April 9, p.5). “[S]tate drop- 
out rates are highest in the South, where 
Georgia (22.1 percent), Florida (20.1 per- 
cent), Texas (18.5 percent) and North Carolina 
(17.6 percent) lead the way” (The New York 
Times, May 9, 2009, p.A18). 

“The nation’s schoolchildren have made 
little or no progress in reading proficiency in 


recent years” (The New York Times, March 25, 
p.A18). “In federal writing tests, 32 percent 
of girls are considered ‘proficient’ or better. 
For boys, the figure is 16 percent” (The New 
York Times, March 28, p.WK12). Read those 
figures another way and a staggering 68% of 
our girls and 84% of our boys cannot write 
their own language. 

There’s blame aplenty for all. Liberal educa- 
tional innovations that have not worked are 
slow to be replaced. Teachers’ unions and 
bureaucracies refuse to adapt. Tax policies 
slash funds for working-class schools. Ideolog- 
ical curriculums of the right reject accurate 
science and history while ideological curricu- 
lums of the left also are guilty of academic 
cherry-picking, especially at the college level. 
Parents demand their kids receive high grades 
whether or not those grades are earned. 

A typical result: “35 percent of voters ages 
18 to 29 years old don’t even know that 
Democrats have a majority in the House,” 
nor did 29% of Democrats “overall” (The 
New York Times, Oct. 2, p.A19). 

We graduate and fail to graduate hundreds of 
thousands of unprepared young people every 
year. This can only make for a population inca- 
pable of informed decisions, incapable of 
improving itself, and incapable of keeping up 
with what’s going on in the rest of the world. 

That is not a citizenry. That is a peasantry. 

That is a steadily growing segment of the 
population fit for nothing but the most menial 
work, trapped by its ignorance and ripe for any 
demigods skilled in manipulating its passions. 


As Frank DeMarco wrote this month 
(www.themetaarts.com): “A society of illiterates 
does not make possible, even for those who 
can read, the depth of services and knowledge 
offered by societies of widespread literacy.” 

The result: In a 2009 study by the 
Information Technology and Innovation 
Foundation that measured what the study’s 
leadership called “‘the rate of change in inno- 
vation capacity’ over the last decade - in effect, 
how much countries were doing to make 
themselves more innovative for the future ... 
the U.S. ranked dead last out of . . . 40 nations” 
(The New York Times, March 3, p.A31). 

That is what is actually happening in the 
place where we actually live. 

Terrorists didn’t do this to us. We sank this 
low on our own. 

Democrats believe our education disaster 
can be addressed from the top down - an 
approach that’s shown poor results. Republic- 
ans and tea partiers offer nothing but low 
taxes and denuded government. Many teach- 
ers and some schools fight these trends val- 
iantly and fight alone. 

Ignorance cannot find its own way. Ignorance 
thrashes in a darkness it cannot comprehend. 
Unless our plague of ignorance is recognized 
as our No. 1 national emergency - more dam- 
aging than terrorism or even insolvency - our 
future will be but the thrashings of ignorance, 
a nation helpless to know itself or its world, a 
giant and blind cripple smashing itself silly 
against the walls of the labyrinth that is the 
21st century. ■

‘ALL THINGS ANIMATE’ 


Three dimensions of motion in two 


“I don’t know what the right 
word is: ‘mixed-ability/ ‘integrat- 
ed/ or ‘inclusive/” admits 
Allison Orr, artistic director of 
Forklift Danceworks. For promot- 
ing Body Shift, a weekendlong 
dance workshop co-presented 
by Forklift and VSA Texas (a 
state organization for arts and 
disability), Orr seems to have 
settled on “mixed-ability,” but 
the fact is that each of those 
terms is relevant. With best- 
case-scenario enrollment, work- 
shop classes will combine mem- 
bers of various abilities, integrate 
participants’ movement and 
ideas, and include more - more 
ways of doing things, more aware- 
ness, more experiences - than a 
typical dance class. 

Orr is no stranger to working 
with people who are differently- 
abled. In 2003, she created 
Sextet, an acclaimed dance for 
two typically abled dancers and 
two nondancers who were visual- 
ly impaired and their guide dogs. 

Since then, she has choreo- 
graphed for the theatre group 
Actual Lives and taught integrated dance classes 
at Austin Community College as well as in partner- 
ship with VSA. For Body Shift, Orr and VSA 
Executive Director Celia Flughes have gathered a 
small crew of area teachers who have experience 
working with people with disabilities and whose 
disciplines, including contact improvisation and 
modern dance, inform integrated work. Open to 
people of all abilities and all levels of movement 
experience, the workshop aims to facilitate an 
exploration of true integration in the dance studio. 

Because it doesn’t serve anyone to pretend that 
just getting folks with disabilities into the studio or 
onstage once in a while is a great accomplishment. 
“It’s not like, just because you have a disability, 
you’re a good dancer,” Orr says. “Just like anybody 
else, you need class. You need opportunities to try 
things.” And because getting differently abled danc- 
ers into the studio and involved in 
the movement conversation can 
bring new ideas to contemporary 
dance - a genre that many practi- 
tioners and observers and anti-So 
You Think You Can Dance types 
agree could use some shaking up. 

In a studio where not everyone 
looks the same, moves the same, 
or has the same sensations, new ways of moving 
and relating are bound to be discovered. 

These discoveries result from questions, says 
teacher Julie Nathanielsz, who will lead the Friday 
class Image/Touch/Movement. She emphasizes 
that differences in body shape, placement, and

perception of pressure initiate the queries: “In 
the classroom, you have able-bodied and dis- 
abled people trying to figure out what works, how 
can we do this? There’s something really rich in 
there being a question just in the co-presence of 
two people.” And the language teachers use to 
elicit movement - because the “do-it-like-l-do” 
approach has major limitations in a mixed-ability 
setting - leaves movement open to interpretation 
and exploration. “I might say ‘reach’ instead of 
‘everybody put your arms like this,”' explains Orr, 
putting her arms over her head. The resulting 
movements might make a visual Wikipedia entry 
on the definition of “reach.” 

Perhaps because of this plurality, able-bodied 
students in integrated dance classes may have 
richer experiences than those in typical classes. 
Body Shift participants may register for the whole 
weekend or single classes, and 
Orr recommends the Sunday 
class, facilitated by Nathanielsz 
and herself, for those who want 
just an introduction to mixed-abil- 
ity work. And afterward? Orr 
hopes you’ll continue without 
her: “I’m really interested in not 
being the holder of mixed-ability 
work. [The workshop is] really a way to get peo- 
ple energized and excited and to see these 
teachers, and for teachers to come - able-bodied 
teachers - and dancers to come and see the 
opportunities in the work and then for people to 
go off and do their thing.” - Jonelle Seitz 


Video screens may be more common than not at indie dance concerts as of late, 
but choreographer Lorn MacDougal and filmmaker and composer Alain Le Razer 
have been making dance films - and dances and films - since the 1980s. Their 
new show, All Things Animate, opening Oct. 21, will include an animated film; a 
“motion documentary” shot in Amsterdam, where they used to live; a song in French; 
several pieces of new choreography; and a new film, Armadillo Jam, shot at the 
Circus Tent Theatre. In a conversation with the Chronicle, the duo got into a debate 
about the definition of “choreography” and answered these questions. - J.S. 


Austin Chronicle: You two have been 
working with dance and film for such a 
long time. What does film bring to the 
dance concert? 

Lorn MacDougal: I’d like to steer the 
direction a little bit away from the 
dance concert. Because what we con- 
sider that we do is dance and film the- 
atre. In this particular production, we’re 
presenting, minutes-wise, more min- 
utes of film than dance. 

Alain Le Razer: But in the films, there 
is a lot of dance. And you know, the 
perception of dance onstage versus 
the perception of dance on film is a 
whole different thing. 

MacDougal: Many people think that 
their choreography should look the 
same on film, and, of course, it’s not 
possible. You really need to consider 
film as another medium. We don’t usu- 
ally take any choreography that has 
been made for stage and try to put it on 
film. We just make films to begin with. 
But they always have to do with move- 
ment. For instance, the Amsterdam film 
has no dancers in it, but it’s a move- 
ment film. And what is the movement 
of? It’s of all different shapes and sizes 
of boats that appear in the port of 
Amsterdam, from funny little bathtub- 
sized boats to cruise liners and beauti- 
ful old sailing vessels with masts. 

Le Razer: Dancers would say, “It’s a 
dance for boats and weather.” And 
other people would say, “It’s a doc- 
umentary about the port of 
Amsterdam.” 

MacDougal: We call it a 
motion documentary. 

Le Razer: And that’s what it is. 

In other words, the motion and 
the temporal, the cutting of the 
film is such that it gets you in. 

Like a dance concert gets you 
in. Because you’re stimulated 
by the motion, by the way it’s 
sometimes unpredictable and 
sometimes it’s just plain beau- 
tiful. Same laws, same basis. 

AC: How is making choreogra- 
phy for film different than mak- 
ing choreography for stage? 

Le Razer: When you look at a 
dance concert onstage, you 
have three-dimensional percep- 
tion to start with. You are part 
of it. You almost are on the 
stage, because in a way you 


perceive the dancers in existential 
terms. Film is a whole different thing. 
It’s a two-dimensional medium to start 
with, so us filmmakers have always to 
contend with that. And for dance, three 
dimensions are extremely important. 

So when we are transposing any piece 
of dance, any choreography, to film, we 
have to look for a way to create a new 
third dimension, one that is intrinsic to 
the film. So that perception is quite dif- 
ferent. We feel differently about seeing 
a film than we feel looking at a piece 
of theatre on stage.

Alvin Rangel lifts 
Rosalyn Nasky 
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Room for Possibility 

Arthouse creates a space where artists can invent, 
experiment, make the future

You aren’t likely to mistake the new 
Arthouse for an old dress shop anymore. The 
headquarters of the statewide visual arts orga- 
nization, which reopens this weekend after 
a yearlong $6.6 million makeover, no longer 
bears any resemblance to the Lerner Shops 
outlet that anchored the northwest corner of 
Seventh & Congress for most of the last half 
of the 20th century. 

Indeed, you aren’t likely to mistake the ren- 
ovated space for anything else on the Avenue 
or in the rest of Downtown, for that matter. I 
mean, what other buildings thereabouts are 
pierced with more than 175 glass bricks in 
irregular patterns or boast signage with let- 
ters stretched like taffy from exterior awning 
to interior lobby (a visual joke apparent only 
from certain angles) or have the elongated bot- 
tom step of a wooden staircase extend into a 
surface of the reception desk? The art center’s 
new architectural elements are so distinctive, 
so progressive, so dramatically different from 
those of the surrounding buildings, that it 
almost looks like Arthouse’s revamped home 
was beamed here from the future. Certainly, 
the building makes a statement that’s forward- 
looking, anticipating new directions in design 
and construction. 

And what could be more fitting for an orga- 
nization with a mission to showcase art on 
the vanguard? Paul Lewis, Marc Tsurumaki, 
and David Lewis - the inventive New York 
architects responsible for the center’s make- 


over - have managed to create a new look for 
this Arthouse home that is not only stylish, 
sophisticated, and original but also expressive 
of what Arthouse is all about. From top to 
bottom, outside and in, this space engages the 
eye in fresh ways, with alterations of familiar 
forms into new ones, unexpected juxtaposi- 
tions of shapes and materials, reconfigurations 
of space that open up new relationships to our 
surroundings; it’s designed to provoke new 
thoughts, new experiences, just as the con- 
temporary art exhibited inside the building 
does. It even sets the tone for our experience 
of that art, leading us to those transformation- 
al artistic experiments through its pervasive 
architectural ingenuity. This Arthouse draws 
us into the future. 

That said, Arthouse has never been one 
to abandon the past. Again and again, it 
has sponsored projects and exhibitions with 
an eye toward history, whether it’s the low 
tech miniature re-creation of ancient Rome 
in The 24 Hour Roman Reconstruction Project; 
the zines, fliers, and records of Austin’s early 
punk scene in “Matt Stokes: these are the 
days”; or the guided architectural explo- 
ration of Arthouse’s building in “Florian 
Slotawa: One After the Other.” That last 
show, which focused visitors’ attention on the 
painted masonry that survived from the days 
when 700 Congress was J.J. Hegman’s Queen 
Theater and the large second-story window 
added during its department store incarna- 



tion, seems to inform part of the makeover, 
since those elements figure prominently in 
the redesign. What the building was has been 
deliberately and purposefully integrated into 
what the building is and will be. 

And that “will be” may be where Lewis. 
Tsurumaki. Lewis’ work is at its most inspired. 
The team has anticipated the variety of needs 
within the venue, particularly in regard to the 
kind of art shown, and accommodated them 
with admirable flexibility. The room that con- 
tains that large second-story window can be 
configured for meetings, lectures, or screen- 
ings, and it’s equipped so projected images 
may also be seen outside from the street. 
Likewise, the new 5,500-square-foot rooftop 
deck can host receptions, live performances, 
or film showings (on a 17-foot-by-33-foot

screen). Even the passenger elevator is set 
up for showing video art. And running the 
length of the main gallery on the second floor 
is a panel 13 feet high and 70 feet long that’s 
suspended on steel tracks so it can be moved 
across the gallery, subdividing the space in 
whatever ways the exhibiting artist desires. 
(For the first exhibition in that space, Jason 
Middlebrook’s “More Art About Buildings 
and Food,” the wall has been positioned 
toward the north side of the building and 
covered with a huge drawing that includes 
177 family recipes submitted by the public.) 
This center can and may well look different 
every time you enter it. The architects have 
made room for that; they have imbued the 
space with possibility. 

That’s key for an organization committed 
to keeping pace with artists, who habitually 
race ahead of the rest of us, discovering new 
ways of seeing and new forms of expression. 
What those kinds of creative souls so often 
need are spaces where they can explore the 
unknown, attempt the untried, risk the new. 
Now Arthouse is finally able to say to them, 
“Here is that space. Come invent, test, make 
the future.” The organization’s redesigned 
building is a striking achievement, and it’s the 
home Arthouse has long deserved. ■ 
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On Sunday, Oct. 24, Arthouse reopens the renovated Jones Center for Contemporary Art 
to the public with eight hours of activities, including a ribbon-cutting with the mayor, a talk 
with the renovation project architects, music and dance performances, art activities, and, 
naturally, the opportunity to explore the space and see the wealth of new exhibitions. Part 
of Congress Avenue between Seventh and Eighth streets will host food trailers, including 
the Best Wurst, Chi’Lantro, Cool Haus, Old School BBQ & Grill, and GoodPop. The schedule 
of events and a guide to the exhibits follows. All events are free and open to the public.

“It is a very mystical experience to see a 
100 -foot wave,” The Wave: In Pursuit of 
the Rogues, Freaks and Giants of the Ocean 
author Susan Casey (above) said on the 
subject of her latest book, rogue waves, a 
phenomenon the scientific establishment 
didn’t even acknowledge until not too long 
ago. If you’d witnessed one, Casey pointed 
out, then you probably didn’t survive it. 
Eventually, though, the establishment 
caught on. “It took a little quantum 
physics and chaos theory to explain.” 


“I joked when I was writing the book that I should call 
it Chicken and Dessert ,” New York Times food writer 
Amanda Hesser (below) said at the Cooking Tent; the 
eventual title was the staid-sounding The Essential 
New York Times Cook Book: Classic Recipes for a New 
Century. Hesser combed through decades of recipes 
printed in the Times , from German toast to New England 
Spider Cake to Saratoga potato chips. One of the 
revelations of the project, she said, was the timeliness 
of what we consider to be new trends. “The whole idea 
that we learned about olive oil in, like, 1982? Not true.”

Bayseas 7 was located in the Victory Grill before the move to new 
digs on Chestnut. The building is spotless, with a crisp blue-and-white, 
40-seat interior, complete with jazz mural and white baby grand piano on 
the south wall. You’ll find football on the flat-screen, jazz on the sound 
system, frosty air conditioning, and a laid-back crowd of neighborhood 
regulars. Owners Eddie and Freddie Roland kept their menu of mainly 
seafood, with a cafeteria-style meat-and-two, soul food blue-plate spe- 
cial during the week at lunch for $7.99; our favorite days are Tuesday 
(righteous chicken and dumplings and beef tips) and Thursday (succu- 
lent oxtails and turkey with dressing). 

Everything on the menu - catfish, sea trout, tilapia, shrimp and jumbo 
shrimp, and oysters - is available in a dizzying assortment of combina- 
tions and price ranges, from $5.99 to $15.99 (unless you go for the 
Family or Super Family orders). We started with a cup of rich and spicy 
gumbo ($4.99), made from a chicken-and-sausage base with trout and 
shrimp added. The Rolands have a deft touch with the breading on their 
fried seafood. We split a seafood combo platter ($15.99 for four 
trout, four shrimp, four oysters, and fries) and found all of the seafood 
perfectly cooked and moist, with a light, flaky, and golden brown crust. 
We especially liked the sea trout and plan on having the trout sandwich 


($3.99) on our next visit. We also got a catfish basket ($8.99) and 
loved it; the breading has some cornmeal and spice added, and the fish 
is fresh and moist. 

The fries are generic, the onion rings ($1.99) have a tempura-style 
breading, and the slaw has a light mayo-based dressing. We liked the 
hush puppies, homemade spicy golden brown nuggets of cornmeal 
goodness, and loved the biscuit-style peach cobbler ($1.39). Roland 
brothers, you have our vote for the ideal combo of delicious soul food 
and fresh, perfectly fried seafood! - Mick Vann 



Time To Pull Out 

the Big Red Wines 

Cool weather is coming, so it’s time to 
check out a few lusty, big-bodied red wines. 

The goal here is not the restrained and ele- 
gant, food-friendly wines of Europe. Instead, 
we’re looking for the types of red wines that 
gallivant all over your palate leaving behind 
berrylike flavors, the types that make you stop 


and pay attention. We found two well worth 
searching for. 

The folks who own Cline Cellars in 
California are of Italian descent. Their family 
came to the U.S. and made water pumps 
under the fairly well-known Jacuzzi name. 
Their wines also show the homeland 
influence by pairing perfectly with 
Italian-American cuisine, espe- 
cially their Cline Cashmere 
($13). It is a blend that 
includes Mourvedre, Gre- 
nache, and Syrah, and, like 
its namesake fabric, it’s 
smooth and luxurious with just 
a hint of heat. 

Mollydooker Winery is named 
after an Aussie idiom for a left-handed 
person. Sparky Marquis, the winemaker/ 
owner is, as you might guess, left-handed. 

He’s also the former owner of Marquis 
Philips, a personal favorite of mine among 
Australian wineries. Since founding Mollydooker, 


Sparky and his winemaking wife, Sarah, have 
won just about every award imaginable and 
received huge scores from the magazines 
who give such things. Theirs are massive, 
intense wines that really scream for beef. 

Now, there’s good news and bad news. Bad 
first: Most of the Mollydooker wines cost 
more than the rest of your dinner com- 
bined. The good news: The winery’s 
least expensive offering is also one 
of the best. The Boxer ($25) is 
100% Shiraz and filled with big 
jammy black cherry aromas. 

While these aren’t necessarily the 
best wines to feature if you’ve been 
slaving in the kitchen trying to repro- 
duce a subtle dish from your favorite 
French bistro, they do pair up wonderfully with 
burgers or pizza or lasagna. The Mollydooker is 
available in fine wine shops and at Whole 
Foods Market. The Cline is available at select 
H-E-Bs and Cost Plus World Market.

food-o-file

Last weekend was great for Austin food 
lovers. To kick things off, a capacity crowd 
sipped and strolled around the scenic 
grounds of Laguna Gloria reveling in La 
Dolce Vita Thursday night. I left before 
the People’s Choice voting was complet- 
ed, but my favorite dish of the evening 
was the Driskill Grill’s divine scallop and 
foie gras “corn dog” paired with kumquat 
ice cream. Tied for a close second were 
the voluptuous corn bisque from Urban 
at the Westin and the delightfully season- 
al butternut squash lobster bisque from 
the Carillon. Plenty of good food out 
there that night! Curious foodies packed 
sessions in the Texas Book Festival 
Cooking Tent both Saturday and Sunday, 
and the increased participation of nearby 
local food vendors certainly gets our vote. 
We’re told that 300 eager fans showed 
up to hear Food Network star Alton 
Brown speak and sign books Saturday 
night at the Central Market event in his 
honor, while another 200 folks gathered 
at Rain Lily Farm that same night to 
meet cookbook author and New York 
Times columnist Amanda Hesser and 
dine on dishes from Hesser’s The 
Essential New York Times Cookbook: 
Classic Recipes for a New Century, gen- 
erously prepared by a stellar lineup of 
local chefs. The enthusiasm for extracur- 
ricular food events to enhance the Book 
Festival’s culinary offerings is a good sign 
in my book - let’s hope that continues... 
This coming weekend promises to be just 
as tasty; be sure to consult our “Event 
Menu,” below, when making your plans... 
Olympic gold medalist, uberfoodie, and 
University of Texas alum Garrett Weber- 
Gale (www.athleticfoodie.com) will be the 
celebrity emcee at the Chefs Under Fire 
2010 final cooking competition to be 
held at the AT&T Executive Education 
and Conference Center on the UT cam- 
pus (1900 University Ave.).

Over the past 20 years, restaurants have 
come and gone in the small, nondescript 
building at the comer of Seventh and Navasota, 
but few made much of an impression or lasted 
very long. Taqueria owner Jose de Loera began 
leasing the property in 2000, living in the rent 
house attached to the rear of the small restau- 
rant space and watching eateries come and go. 
The savvy businessman realized early on that 
the comer location could have long-term 
potential. He observed the bar-and-restaurant 
boom along nearby blocks of East Sixth over 
the past three years, and when the narrow 
residential lot just west of the restaurant 
became available, he finally made his move. 
With the two properties consolidated and 
with access to a parking lot directly across the 
alley, de Loera enlisted Laurie Smith Design 
Associates to help him create a bar and restau- 
rant concept that is now Takoba. 

The new business makes use of the entire 
property, with a comfortable covered patio in 
front, a dining room and bar in the original 
restaurant space, and a lounge/party room 
behind the kitchen in the former rent house. 
The lounge opens onto a fenced, tree-shaded 
sandbox area complete with picnic tables,

In a city overflowing with average Tex-Mex 
and Mexican restaurants that offer the same 
rehashed dishes, it is refreshing to see restau- 
rateurs choosing a more adventurous path 
with authentic regional recipes and modem 
takes on Mexican classics. I’ve never been a fan 
of Mi Madre’s, but I was certainly intrigued by 
the menu at Zandunga, the new endeavor from 
the Torres family. They recently took over the 
space formerly occupied by Primizie Osteria 
and gave it a face-lift, adding bright, Mexican- 
inspired oranges, yellows, and reds and adorn- 
ing the walls and counters that surround the 
open kitchen with Mexican pottery and art. 

I first visited for lunch with friends, sitting 
outside on a beautiful afternoon. Enticed by the 
unique cocktails, we tried the Tepache-tini, a 
blend of mm and homemade tepache , a tradi- 
tional Central Mexican beverage of fermented 
fresh pineapple juice. Unfortunately, the drink 
was weak, and the tepache flavor tasted diluted. 
Perhaps it was shaken with too much ice. The 
frozen guava agave margarita, on the other 
hand, was dangerously delicious, and the Mexi- 
can martini was strong and garnished with a 
skewer of pickled jalapenos, carrots, and onion. 
Lor appetizers we ordered the snapper and scal- 
lop ceviche ($9) and the guacamole de mi tierra 
($8). The snapper and scallops in the eye- 
pleasing ceviche are cut into small pieces, which 




tive guacamole was still wonderful, this time 
the queso fundido was almost all cheese with 
very little in the way of chiles, tomatoes, or 
chorizo, and the bolillo base of the molletes 
($6) came with the thinnest possible layer of 
beans and cheese. Our entrees were better - 
especially the traditional chile relleno en noga- 
da ($11.50), a perfect poblano pepper stuffed 
with toothsome picadillo spiked with dried 
fruits, napped with a luxuriously creamy wal- 
nut sauce. The vegetarian version, chile 
capeado ($9.50), was equally satisfying. The 


($7) is an inspired blend of finely shredded red 
cabbage for cmnch, diced tender nopalitos, 
finely chopped crispy bacon, and cmmbled 
queso fresco, tossed in an authentic oregano 
vinaigrette. Lor our entrees, we chose the “North 
vs. South” chile relleno ($16), a roasted poblano 
stuffed with a spicy picadillo (seasoned with 
chorizo, perhaps?) and topped with ranchero 
sauce, and an ancho chile filled with poached 
chicken, topped with mole. Sadly, this promis- 
ing dish was a complete disappointment. The 
ranchero sauce was overly spiced with black 
pepper, masking the flavor of the filling. In con- 
trast, the mole was bland and uneventful, tasting 
like it came directly from ajar, although our gra- 
cious server claimed they make everything in- 
house. If that is the case, the chefs should con- 
sult a different recipe. The thick and juicy grilled 
pork chop with guava-quince demi-glace ($18) 
was a better option. The side of Mexican rata- 
touille - tiny diced chayote, tomato, cilantro, 
onion, and com kernels - had a welcome cool- 
ing effect, although the sauce was too strongly 
flavored to let the accompanying chile de arbol 
spaetzle speak for itself. Lor dessert we opted for 
the Ruta Maya cafe de olla flan ($5) topped with 
fresh whipped cream, slivered almonds, and 
powdered cinnamon, a very good choice. 

Clearly, Zandunga’s kitchen is on the right 
track, but at this point, some menu items 
read better than they taste. Every dish is 
beautifully presented, and service is courte- 
ous and prompt. A bit more fine-tuning 
should help this young eatery achieve its full 
potential. - Claudia Alarcon 


umbrellas, and a play space for kids, which in 
turn connects to the front patio. The stylish 
transformation is really remarkable, complete- 
ly erasing any trace of the original building. 
The sleek interiors, color and lighting accents, 
and attractive landscaping combine to imme- 
diately establish a sense of place and personal- 
ity for Takoba. The restaurant opened just in 
time for the World Cup soccer tournament 
this past summer, playing host to 300-600 
soccer fanatics on game days, depending on 
which teams were playing. The new business 
got off to a good start despite months of con- 
tinued street construction on East Seventh. 

As impressed as I am with Takoba’ s style 
and personality, the food service still needs 
some fine-tuning. A friend joined me for 
brunch on a summer Sunday, and our meal 
got off to a good start with an excellent lime- 
tinged guacamole ($6.50) with homemade 
tostada chips and a delicious bowl of molten 
ques o fundido ($8), chock-full of pico de gallo, 
roasted poblano rajas, and chorizo and served 
with homemade flour tortillas. Unfortunately, 
the drinks and entrees that followed were a 
complete letdown. The bland aguas frescas 
($2 each) showed barely any evidence of pine- 
apple or watermelon juice or any sweetener. 
The underseasoned huevos Motulenos ($7.50) 
featured overcooked eggs and greasy, under- 
cooked potatoes. The house specialty, 
birria de borrego estilo Aguascalientes 
($9.50), was a pile of dry, flavor- 


is to my liking. However, their subtle flavors are 
overwhelmed by too much bell pepper, a strong 
flavor that does not belong in ceviche even if it 
is meant to be merely decorative. The guaca- 
mole was very fresh and tasty, and it disap- 
peared quickly, riding on homemade yucca and 
plantain chips. The tortilla soup ($6) is more 
like a chipotle chicken stew - thick, smoky, and 
spicy, dotted with avocado slices and thin torti- 
lla strips. The espinaca con chorizo salad ($9) is 
a winner, with fresh baby spinach with a light 
vinaigrette, grilled onion, cantaloupe chunks,

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less shredded lamb with tortillas - surely not 
the best representation of what we were told 
is a de Loera family recipe. 

More recently, a group of friends joined me 
for dinner and drinks on Takoba’ s delightful 
patio, and we fared better, though there were 
still missteps with consistency and timing. 
The designated drinkers in our party raved 
about the Salty Perrito ($7), the house marga- 
rita ($5.50), and the Mexican martini ($9.50 
for a full shaker), but the appetizers were 
somewhat uneven. While the distinc- 


shaved Oaxacan cheese, and lots of 
crumbled chorizo. As one of my din- 
ing companions mentioned, anyone 
that uses chorizo as a condiment is 
all right by us. For our entrees, the 
mojarra al mojo de ajo ($13) was 
superb: perfectly cooked tilapia fillets 
topped with a dollop of garlic-chile oil served 
with a side of cubed potatoes and mushrooms 
seasoned with epazote. Tortas ahogadas are a 
popular Central Mexico street snack that I have 
never seen on an Austin menu before. Zandun- 
ga’s version ($12) does the street classic justice: 
a large bolillo chock-full of pork camitas, pureed 
black beans, and avocado, smothered half-and- 
half with a spicy ranchero sauce and a tangy 
tomatillo salsa verde. 

A dinner visit garnered mixed reviews. We 
sampled another of their signature cocktails, the 
strangely named vodka amarga, which trans- 
lates to “bitter vodka.” It was more sweet-and- 
sour, with tamarind pulp, agave nectar, and lime 
juice and a rim of liquid chamoy - refreshing 
and tasty. Appetizers were excellent, especially 
the queso fundido con huitlacoche ($6), a cast iron 
skillet filled with melted Oaxacan cheese topped 
with poblano strips, mushrooms, and huitlaco- 
che, served with small house-made com tortillas 
- a rich and delectable dish. The guacamole al 
gusto ($9) differs from the lunchtime version: 
The freshly mashed avocado comes with a side 
of finely diced toppings so each diner can sea- 
son the avocado pulp to taste with roasted jala- 
penos, fresh mango, orange segments, red onion 
slices, and lime wedges. The ensalada de nopal 
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third standout was pescado al mojo de ajo 
($11.50), a fillet of tilapia pan-sauteed 
with whisper- thin slivers of garlic. 
Unfortunately, the fish arrived at the table 
a good 15 minutes after our other entrees, 
throwing off the rhythm of our party. (Our 
gracious server deleted this dish from the 
bill without having to be asked - a definite 
point in her favor.) 

Good desserts can provide the elegant 
grace note to the end of a meal, but a poor 
dessert selection just sends guests home 
with a bad taste in their mouths. Takoba’s 
dessert menu needs work. The flan ($5) 
was grainy and bland, and the pastel de 
chocolate ($6) was overwhelmed by too 
much cinnamon. The strangest offering 
was the nube de coco ($6), which translates 
to “coconut cloud” but was really a frozen 
blob with all the unpleasant texture of too 
much dried coconut and none of the flavor. 
We would have been better off with a 
scoop of Amy’s Ice Creams’ Mexican vanil- 
la with caramel sauce ($4). 

Takoba owner Jose de Loera has demon- 
strated that he’s an astute businessman 
with a sharp sense of style. In order for his 
newest venture to be really successful, 
however, all aspects of Takoba’s kitchen 
operation need to show the same attention 
to detail as the ambience, the decor, and 
the bar. We’re betting he can do it.

Anarchy 
in the UK

Back in the day, zombies were creepy flesh- 
eaters that attacked their human prey with the 
speed of a drippy faucet. Contemporary audi- 
ences are much less patient. Zombies now 
have speed to match their ravenous appetites, 
as in the newest, perhaps most unique series 
to hit U.S. television - and just in time for 
Halloween! - the UK-made Dead Set. 

Has there ever been a true horror TV series? 
There was Dark Shadows, but that was more 
soapy than horrific. The Addams Family and 
The M unsters were sitcoms. There have been 
sci-fi/fantasy dramas, from Lost in Space to 
Star Trek (in its seemingly endless iterations) 
and then on to Battlestar Galactica, as well 
as spookier thrillers like The Night Stalker 
and The X Files. You could throw in modem 
favorites like True Blood and The Vampire 
Diaries, but really, they’re all about the love 
triangles, aren’t they? 

In this tidy little horror series by The 
Guardian media critic Charlie Brooker, 
we find ourselves on the set of Big Brother: 
UK (the most popular and longest-mnning 
reality show on British TV). It’s elimina- 
tion night, an event made even more hectic 
because the show is broadcasting live. It’s 
bustling backstage. (The ragged camerawork 
more than drives that point home and makes 
the process of the viewer getting her bearings 
more confusing than it needs to be.) 
Fortunately, the hustle and bustle 
is somewhat stabilized by the 
calm perspective of our heroine, 
a low-level production assistant 
named Kelly (Jaime Winstone, 

Boogie Woogie). The Big Brother 
contestants are also busy preen- 
ing for the perpetual camera. Being 
voted out of the house means losing 
the big prize, but the upside is one-on-one 
camera time with actual Big Brother: UK host 
Davina McCall. Outside the Big Brother 
house, rabid fans have gathered, creating a 
carnivallike atmosphere. Elimination night 
means there are plenty of last-minute annoy- 
ances to attend to, including catering to 
the demands of Patrick (Andy Nyman), the 
obnoxious producer of the series. What 
everyone, except the viewing audience, is 
oblivious to in the beginning are the strange 
events happening outside their insular world. 
What first looks like civil disobedience by a 
few soon evolves into full-blown street riots. 
The turmoil eventually captures the attention 
of the crew, igniting talk that the show will 
be aborted. Patrick waves it all off as politi- 
cal nonsense that will be covered during the 
evening news. His show must go on. 

Perhaps because Dead Set is only five epi- 
sodes long, the series jumps into action at a 
head-spinning pace. Or maybe it only seems

that way because viewers understand what’s 
happening long before the characters do. 
When the zombies finally infiltrate the set, 
it’s frightening, it’s gory, it’s full of tension, 
but it’s also deeply, darkly funny. And this is 
part of the reason that keeps viewers glued 
to this highly unusual series. A 2009 British 
Academy of Film and Television Arts award 
nominee for Best Drama Serial, Dead Set also 
delights with insider references that horror 
movie fans will recognize. 

As the zombies quickly outnumber the 
living, Dead Set mimics the reality show that 
serves as its backdrop by following small 
groups of survivors as they dis- 
cover how to maneuver through 
the apocalyptic meltdown - a 
true challenge for the actual 
Big Brother contestants, who 
had been chosen specifically 
because of their potential to 
antagonize one another. 

One thing that occasionally 
kicks you out of the show are the 
unclear rules of this zombie world. Speedy 
zombies are now de rigueur. But how and 
when does a person become a zombie? 
When they’re bitten and “infected”? That 
sounds familiar. But how come some vic- 
tims merely die while others are dead and 
reanimated within minutes? And what’s the 
deal with zombies panicking in small pools 
of water? Small questions, yes, but enough 
to make the group I was watching the series 
with stop the DVD player to discuss. Still, 
if you’re looking for something delightfully 
ghoulish and spine-tingling, Dead Set deliv- 
ers. Watch with the lights off . . . if you dare. 

Dead Set premieres Oct. 25 and contin- 
ues nightly through Oct. 29 at 11pm on 
IFC. A marathon of the entire series airs on 
Halloween night starting at 6:30pm. Check 
local listings to confirm airtimes.

ALEX COX’S 


FROM THE DIRECTOR OF ‘ BEPO riAM" 
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THE OUTLAW 

Alex Cox, still shooting film, and the finger, after all these years

It’s not hard to see why Alex Cox - the renegade director of 
four boundary-pushing studio features (Repo Man, Sid & 
Nancy, Straight to Hell, Walker ) - was, as he puts it, “black- 
listed” from the studios. Internet rumors about what caused 
the split abound, and Cox is vague about what, exactly, went 
down - though he’s not shy about calling the studios a “car- 
tel” and insists that it’s what happens to anyone working in 
the business who defies the system in one way or another. 
“You don’t get any more job offers, and you can’t work for a 
studio anymore,” he says simply. “They don’t actually send 
you a letter.” 

“But the other thing is this,” he continues in a phone call 
to the Chronicle last summer, before a trip to Austin that was 
eventually canceled. “Just because somebody has loads of 
money and loads of power and is a big bully doesn’t mean 
we have to accede to their bullying. Part of the greatest fun 
in life is to be able to say ‘no’ to people who are more pow- 
erful than you.” 

Speaking truth to power does have its perks, 
one supposes. And while Cox subsequently dis- 
appeared from all but the arthouse radar, he 
certainly got on with things. He’s made three 
feature films in eight years; his 2007 film, 

Searchers 2.0 - “not a sequel to the John Ford film,” he 
emphasizes - seems inevitable. A “road story about actors,” 
as Cox calls it, the film follows two codgers (Del Zamora and 
Ed Pansullo) traveling across the American West with the 
grown daughter of one of them (Jaclyn Jonet) to confront an 
old nemesis (Sy Richardson) at a screening - on, urn, a trav- 
eling, blow-up screen in Monument Valley. Variety calls it 
“minimalist and laid-back,” noting that its charm lies in the 
ample film geekery on display. 

Like many former film students, Cox, a native Briton, is 
enamored of Westerns, particularly spaghetti Westerns. 

Unlike most of his cohort, he can articulate the personal rea- 


sons for it. “It actually comes from going to an all-boys 
school. From the age of 11 to 17, I was plunged into a world 
of arbitrary, macho violence. The spaghetti Western seemed 
to me to reflect that in an odd way: the really weird world 
where there were only men and violence could just descend 
on you at any second from any side. That was why I related 
to [Westerns] so much, because of the arbitrary and sadistic 
nature of the world that they portrayed.” 

The director’s politics dovetail with the spaghetti Western in 
more typical ways as well. “What the Italians did was like 
what Peckinpah did in The Wild Bunch," he elaborates. “They 
used Westerns to illustrate larger social themes. Sometimes 
it might be American intervention in Latin America. It might be 
a radical retelling of the Kennedy assassination as a cowboy 
film. They might just be general meditations on human corrup- 
tion and wickedness. But the best of them really do have an 
allegorical dimension, and that’s what holds them up.” 

Cox left Westerns behind for a bit in his lat- 
est film, Repo Chick (also “not a sequel”), the 
timing of which is uncanny. “When I was doing 
research for Repo Man in the early Eighties,” 
Cox explains, “I was riding around in a car with 
a guy who worked for General Motors 
Acceptance Corporation. Which was at the time the biggest 
repo company in the world. A year and a half ago, I realized 
that one of the prime movers in the mortgage disaster was 
GMAC. Not only had the repo men caused such misery in a 
microcosm by stealing the cars of poor people back in the 
Eighties, but we now had reached the stage where repo men 
were actually repo-ing houses and throwing people out of 
their homes. And it just seemed to me to be so poignant.” 
Regardless of genre, it’s the poignance of the little guy’s 
fight that seems to drive Cox - along with his inability to 
resist hurling punch lines at Goliaths. “Because what else 
can we do?” he asks, veering into a vaguely Westernish sce-

nario by way of elaboration. “That was the nice thing about 
being in Mexico in the old days, when they had passenger 
trains. Balladeers would get on the train, and they would start 
singing original ballads about Vicente Fox or about Jimmy 
Carter. It was amazing, because these were really, really poor 
people who made a living by singing political ballads on the 
train. And that’s what we have, innit? I mean, we’re poor, 
we’re powerless, but we can laugh at the people above us. 
And we can tell stories about them.” ■

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QUICK-CHANGE ARTIST 

Edward Norton does another 
character about-face in the gritty 
drama ‘Stone’

It’s not uncommon for an actor to have two films arrive in 
theatres - or your local video store - within the same 
month, but it is rare when a lead actor plays roles as dia- 
metrically opposed as those Edward Norton has in the 
upcoming Stone and Leaves of Grass, which was released on 
DVD Oct. 12. Even more notable is the fact that, in Tim 
Black Nelson’s Leaves of Grass, Norton plays identical twins, 
one a laid-back ( way laid-back) Oklahoma pot entrepreneur 
named Brady and the other an uptight classics professor at 
Brown University. Add to this Norton’s forthcoming turn in 
Stone, in which he plays a feverishly complex inmate and 
long-ago murderer attempting to win his parole via a danger- 
ously off-kilter Robert De Niro, and it’s safe to say that the 
Oscar-nominated Norton has covered all his actorly bases 
for the next year or three. 

The Austin Chronicle sat down with Norton during his 
recent stopover in Austin for Stone's regional premiere at 
Fantastic Fest. 



AC: Both Stone and Leaves of Grass are perfect examples of 
the transformative powers of filmmaking. You couldn't pick 
three more dissimilar characters , and yet you fully inhabit all of 
them to a depth that is, frankly, remarkable. 

EN: I found my way pretty quickly with getting a vibe on 
[Leaves of Grass'] Brady. With Stone it was the complete 
opposite. Five days before shooting, I really felt at a loss. It 
was probably the closest I’ve ever been to rolling on a film 
and going home at night with this creeping sensation that / 
am not there yet. 

AC: How did you resolve that? What was the key to 
playing Stone? 


EN: I was meeting prisoners at this prison in Jackson, 
Michigan, and I met the guy who started the Crips gang in 
Detroit. He gave me some really great verbiage that made its 
way into the film, but more importantly he introduced me to 
another inmate, who, as soon as he walked through the cell 
block door, I knew that he was the key, for me, to figuring out 
the character of Stone. 

AC: How so? 

EN: He had literally the exact quality that Stone has in that 
first scene. It was this intense sensation of agitation coming 
from a person who was very focused on [his] need to be out 
of this environment. He had this really strange, sandpapery 
voice, and he had a spiritual matrix that was cobbled together 
from just bits and pieces of all these things. He had a jittery, 
intense energy, and yet when he spoke of how his life had 
changed, he seemed so earnest and real. I brought [director 
John Curran] to meet him, and when we left John said, “If you 
can get 50 percent of that, we’re golden.” And there are so 
many gems in the film that came about as a direct result of 
my conversations with this inmate. Every other line in the film 
came from that. You just can’t make that stuff up, and that 
changed everything for me. I got it, and I remember being 
really psyched once that happened. You know, those refer- 
ence points, they’re like cars: Once you’ve got it, you can get 
in it and just drive. ■

The Austin Film Festival comes out swinging

spoke with four filmmakers profiling subjects who find themselves 
in adversity, sometimes comical, sometimes sorrowful. We’ve also 
highlighted the deliciously dirty dealings in Sweet Smell of Success; 
check out Marjorie Baumgarten’s interview with Los Angeles Times 
critic Kenneth Turan, who’ll present a special screening of that clas- 
sic film about a wolfish, Walter Winchell-like gossip columnist, in 
“A Cookie Full of Arsenic,” p.55. 


Of course, that’s just a drop in the bucket of what AFF has to offer. Why 
not try on for size Centerpiece Film The Company Men, John Wells’ feature- 
length directorial debut about the pink-slipped corporate class (starring Ben 
Affleck, Chris Cooper, and Tommy Lee Jones)? Or the lo-fi, schlubby charmer 
New Low , about a loser at war with his own inner sloth? Or the Austin-made 
doc Echotone, in which local musicians shake a fist at the sound ordinance? 

Sure, it may be hell up there on the big screen, but for one week in 
October, AFF means moviegoing heaven. - Kimberley Jones

TV titan Phil Rosenthal chronicles his 
misadventures in Russia in ‘Exporting Raymond’

When Phil Rosenthal attended his first 
Austin Film Festival in 2008, the award-win- 
ning writer from Everybody Loves Raymond was 
jobless. Raymond had ended production in 
2005 after nine successful seasons, and reruns 
were (and are) airing in syndication. The 
good-natured Rosenthal spoke happily about 
writing for a hit TV series, but when it came to 
being out of work, his otherwise chipper tone 
darkened a bit. Even with two Emmys and a 
Writers Guild of America Award on his mantle, 
he couldn’t get arrested in Hollywood. 

“I was actually working,” Rosenthal says 
when reminded of his AFF appearance in a 
recent phone interview. “I was writing all kinds 
of things, but I got spoiled, I think. In the TV 
business, you get to see something delivered 
every week. But when you’re developing proj- 
ects, especially movies, it can take a very long 
time [to see them come to fruition]. You’re just 
as busy, and you’re working hard, but the pay- 
off isn’t right there like it is in TV, ” he said. 

But Rosenthal’s years of hard work and 
patience, not to mention his knack for gener- 
ating big laughs from life’s small events, are 
paying off now. Today, he has several proj- 
ects in the works (most of which he prefers 
not to talk about until the ink is dry). His 


newest project taps into his Raymond roots 
while allowing viewers a rare opportunity to 
see Rosenthal in front of the camera in his 
new documentary feature, Exporting Raymond, 
which opens the 17th annual Austin Film 
Festival on Thursday, Oct. 21. 

“Why not?” seemed to be Rosenthal’s 
unspoken response to the proposal to pro- 
duce Everybody Loves Raymond for a Russian 
audience (or, as it’s titled in Russia, Everybody 
Loves Kostya ). This was not 
going to be dubbing old epi- 
sodes. This was going to be 
a full-fledged production, 
using Russian talent, all the 
resources of Russian televi- 
sion, and the unwavering support of Sony 
executives based in Russia. Rosenthal didn’t 
speak the language and had only a passing 
knowledge of Russian culture, but the corner- 
stones of Everybody Loves Raymond - family, 
marriage, and the elements of good storytell- 
ing - are universal, aren’t they? What a joy it 
would be for a trained theatre professional, 
now an accomplished TV writer, to work on 
a known success in the land that produced 
some of the world’s great storytellers, like 
Anton Chekhov, Leo Tolstoy, and the great 


theatre artist Constantin Stanislavski. What 
could possibly go wrong, right? Without giv- 
ing it all away, let’s just say things don’t go 
as smoothly as he was convinced they would. 
But anyone who knows Rosenthal’s work 
knows that when things begin to crumble, 
that’s when he strikes gold. 

Part travelogue, part fish-out-of-water story, 
part behind-the-scenes look at the sausage- 
making process otherwise known as TV pro- 
duction, Exporting Raymond examines all these 
themes with notes of frustration and humor. 
Rosenthal is a great sport and a good filter 
through which the audience learns not only 
a bit about modern Russia but also how U.S. 
culture (and in this case, TV) is not exactly 
admired for its artistry as much as it is valued 
as a source for lucrative entertainment. After 
some particularly head-banging days trying to 
get through to overworked writers, difficult 
TV execs, and a costume designer who seems 
intent on costuming Everybody Loves Kostya 
as if it were an Eighties-era prime-time soap, 
Rosenthal seeks the wisdom from a respected 
Russian media artist. Perhaps there will be 
some collegial hand-patting, an invitation to 
share war stories of trying to create good work 
among those content with much less. Instead, 
he meets a young man who informs him that 
U.S. pop stars are great sources of inspira- 
tion and that style is much more important 
that substance. As Rosenthal takes this all in, 
you can almost hear a small explosion deto- 
nate in his head as his listens to the artist’s 
unabashed respect for the achievements of 
pop stars like Britney Spears. 

“1 worry that we’ve 
exported some of our idi- 
ocy,” Rosenthal said when 
recalling that moment in his 
film. “Don’t copy our wars 
and our bad shows, too.” 

When asked about the quality of U.S. TV, 
pre- and post -Raymond, Rosenthal respond- 
ed solemnly. 

“This trend of reality shows may be more 
than just a trend. It could signal the end of 
civilization,” he said, adding, less tongue 
in cheek, “There have mostly been terrible 
things among great things, no matter what the 
time or place.” But as far as he’s concerned, 
“as long as we live in a world where Stephen 
Colbert gets to be on TY all is wonderful; all 
is not lost.” ■

IS UWE BOLL THE 
MOST HATED 
MAN IN MOVIES, 
OR THE MOST 
MISUNDERSTOOD? 

‘Raging Boll’

Have you seen Auschwitz lately? Uwe Boll 
has, and it isn’t pretty. In fact, it’s nauseat- 
ing, ghastly, and deeply disturbing. And it’s 
not even a minute long. 

The controversial filmmaker occasion- 
ally referred to as the worst director since 
Ed Wood recently released a 48-second 
online teaser trailer for his next self-funded 
feature - Auschwitz - in a bid to, as the 
director has roguishly stated online, do for 
the infamous Nazi death factory what Mel 
Gibson did for Jesus with The Passion of 
the Christ. But where Gibson was a fervent 
Christian (and apparent anti-Semite), Boll 
is a non-Jewish, German filmmaker of dubi- 
ous talent who has been accused, rightly or 
wrongly, of using “Nazi gold” to fund his 
frequent forays into ill-advised video game 
adaptations ( House of the Dead, Alone in the 
Dark, BloodRayne ). All of this prompts the 
question: Who is Uwe Boll, really, and what 
the hell does he think he’s doing? 

Answers aplenty can be found in Dan 
Lee West’s absorbingly weird documentary 
Raging Boll, which paints Boll as a man 
besieged by ravening hordes of faceless 
Internet fanboys who seek to terminate his 
filmmaking career. 

“My involvement with Uwe,” says West, 
“started out when I was coming out of film 
school and got a job with a production com- 
pany called Brightlight Pictures, a Canadian 
company who produced his movies. I was 
kind of an intern working for the producers 
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and had gone off at one point to do some 
short films and write some scripts of my 
own when they asked me back to see if I 
wanted to do a documentary on him.” 

At that point, West, while familiar with 
Boll’s early oeuvre, had yet to immerse him- 
self in the director’s scattershot back catalog 
of films or the increasingly rabid attacks from 
the Internet film critic contingent (including 
Austin-based Ain’t It Cool News contribu- 
tors Jeff Sneider and Chance 
Min ter). In the interim, peti- 
tions had been created online 
begging Boll to stop making 
movies altogether, which did 
little to deter him. 

“There was this whole soci- 
ety of people saying ‘Why 
does [Uwe Boll] get to make movies?”’ 
explains West, “and as an up-and-coming 
filmmaker, I was one of those people. That 
was really the basis for the documentary.” 

The critically reviled Boll is nothing if not 
a fighter, and West’s doc in part chronicles 
the so-called Teutonic Terror’s challenge to 
meet and beat four of his most vituperative 
online critics in the squared circle. (The 
sportif Boll is no flyweight, and the bouts 
are, in a word, bloody.) 

Raging Boll is more interesting as a por- 
trait of a filmmaker who, when pilloried 
by unknown and unseen Internet enemies 
(often writing under pseudonyms), fights 
back in the only way he knows how: by mak- 
ing ever more bizarre films and ultimately 
confronting his detractors in the flesh. It’s 
the story of a lone, once-upon-a-film-geek- 
turned-professional director, who, shut out 
of the Hollywood system and consistently 
hung, drawn, and quartered online, refuses 
to give up his childhood dream of being a 
filmmaker. Inspiring? Sort of. Engrossing? 
Very. Depressing? Let’s just say that the 
career of Dr. Uwe Boll (he holds a doctorate 
in literature from the University of Cologne) 
has of late called into question his mental 
state: Refer to that trailer for Auschwitz on 
YouTube if you’ve got the stomach for such 
NSFW hellscapes. 

Due in part to West’s relatively minor 
involvement in early Boll productions, he 
was given full access to the director, as the 
blocky, pugnacious, but eloquently baffling 
Boll returns to his childhood home, explains 
(credulously) his modus operandi, and then 
proceeds to have something of a meltdown 
driven in equal measure by frustration at 
distribution woes, incessant and highly per- 
sonal badgering at the hands of his harshest 
critics, and an unstoppable ego. 

Did West’s opinion of Uwe Boll, fighting 
filmmaker and potential cinematic casualty, 
change over the course of the three years he 
spent researching his subject? 

“When you start off the documentary pro- 
cess, you enter into it with a preconceived 
notion, somewhat, of who that person is. 
And then after you dig into their lives, you 
find out who they really are and what makes 
them tick. I tried to be very objective with 


the film. The easy way to paint that portrait 
would’ve been to say, ‘Here’s a guy who’s the 
worst director in the world: Let’s prove it.’ 
But I didn’t want to do that. I wanted to find 
out why this man does the things he does and 
how he’s gotten to this level of infamy that 
he’s achieved.” 

That infamy continues unabated to this 
day; Boll has frequently, bizarrely been com- 
pared to Hitler by his online foes, a wrong- 
headed correlation meant to, 
presumably, goad him into 
going postal. Instead, Boll 
took the comparisons to heart 
and incorporated them into 
his pitch-black, offend-every- 
one feature Postal, wherein he 
played the owner of a Nazi- 
themed amusement park. The film was a 
commercial failure, however, and ended up 
playing on all of six screens in the U.S. 

Undeterred, Boll has, in the years since 
and after the completion of West’s documen- 
tary, continued making smaller, “more per- 
sonal,” and completely self-financed films: a 
biopic of the German boxer Max Schmeling, 
a portrait of journalists caught up in Darfur, 
a Third Reich-y BloodRayne outing, and 
the aforementioned, upcoming fly-on-the- 
eyeball Auschwitz. 

“People are all kind of hardwired the same 
way: We all want to be loved. And Uwe’s 
no different. The big question in Raging Boll 
isn’t ‘Is Uwe a great filmmaker or not?’ It’s 
why are his detractors so intent on tearing 
him down when, you know, for better or 
worse, he’s an independent filmmaker who 
you’d think would be getting the support 
of the online community, at least to some 
degree. This is a guy who’s doing what he 
loves, no matter what. Ultimately, I think I 
gained a certain respect for Uwe as I really 
got to know him. Hopefully, after watching 
the film, people will experience Uwe as I 
experienced him.” ■

‘Sons of Perdition’

Leaving the nest is a rite of passage for 
most young adults, but what happens when 
you’re forcibly removed from that nest, at an 
age as young as 14, cut off completely from 
your family and left to fend for yourself? Sons 
of Perdition explores that very situation in its 
emotional depiction of three teenage boys 
who were kicked out of the Fundamentalist 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, 
a splinter group of the Mormon group 


(the polygamist sect’s leader, the “prophet” 
Warren Jeffs, is currently awaiting a retrial for 
the charge of being an accomplice to rape of 
a minor). 

Filmmakers Tyler Measom and Jennilyn 
Merten, both Utah natives, felt the news cov- 
erage of FLDS wasn’t telling the whole story. 
“Jenny and I both left the Mormon Church 
- the mainstream Mormon Church - so we 
kind of know what’s it like to leave something 
and to be told you’re going to hell, to [have to] 
reconcile that in your mind,” said Measom. 
“That’s the story we wanted to tell.” 

The film follows three former FLDS teens, 
Sam, Bruce, and Joe, who all left the com- 


pound in Colorado City, Ariz., while still in 
their teens after butting heads with church 
leadership. (Sam was reprimanded for speak- 
ing with a girl, Bruce left when Jeffs exiled his 
father and redistributed his second and third 
mothers and their children to other men, 
and Joe got in trouble for fraternizing with 
his exiled older brother.) It took Measom 
and Merten six months to make any headway 
with the boys. “At first they told us, quite 
literally, to fuck off,” Measom laughed. “But 
we persisted.” 

How persistent were the 
filmmakers? They spent 
the next six years track- 
ing the ups and downs of 
these three exiled boys, 
including - most har- 
rowingly - Joe’s repeated 
attempts to help his sib- 
lings escape FLDS, includ- 
ing Hillary, his then- 14-year- old sister who 
had been pulled from school after fifth grade 
to help raise her 12 younger siblings. 

Perhaps inevitably, the filmmakers grew 
close to the boys and even became part 
of the ongoing action, although Measom 
said they made a conscious decision to not 
make the film a first-person documentary. 

“I bailed Sam out of jail a couple of times,” 
Measom recalled. 

BUT, WAIT! THERE’S MORE! 


The film also documents a frenzied scene 
in which Hillary attempts to escape with Joe, 
with the filmmakers behind the wheel of the 
getaway car. 

“That wasn’t planned,” Measom said. “All of 
a sudden, they come running out and [Hillary] 
jumps in my car and says: ‘Go! Go! Go!”’ 

For Measom, there was simply no ques- 
tion as to whether he and Merten should get 
involved, personally, with their subjects. 

“The fact of the matter is, when the law 
isn’t doing something - when a 14-year-old 
girl is stuck at home, isn’t 
being educated, is threat- 
ened with marriage to an 
older man - and the law 
isn’t doing something, as 
they are continuing to not 
do anything, we [felt we 
should] step in.” 

The three boys - now 
in their early 20s - were in attendance at Sons 
of Perdition s premiere at the Tribeca Film 
Festival, an experience Measom said was dif- 
ficult for them but also cathartic. 

“They understand the weight of what it means 
to tell their story, not just for ex-polygamists but 
for anybody who’s trying to leave any kind of 
binding institution or community or family. 

“They also love going to film festivals,” he 
said. “They like the rock star kind of life.” ■

‘Burned: Life In and Out of Texas Youth Prisons’

Sometimes there’s no feel-good ending when the under- 
dog stands up to the powers that be, no matter how ter- 
rible the injustice. In 2007, former child inmate Joseph 
Galloway became the face of all the victims at the Texas Youth 
Commission: The terrible beatings and sexual abuse he suf- 
fered at the hands of staff and inmates at the Giddings State 
School made headlines, and his case turned out to be the 
first few rounds in a grueling fight to fix a 
broken state agency. After the police inves- 
tigations started, big promises were made 
by lawmakers about fixing TYC and making 
amends to the thousands of children who 
had passed through its locked gates. 

Burned director Emily Pyle knew about 
the endemic problems at TYC before most 
Texans: As a reporter for The Texas Observer, 
in 2006 she went to Edinburg to report on 
the riot at Evins Regional Juvenile Center. When she asked 
staff about the brutal tactics used against its students, she said, 
“Nobody was denying that the kids were hurt so much as they 
were saying that this was the only way they could maintain 
control.” Instead of a bunch of tough, street-smart criminals 


being rehabilitated in a state-run school environment, she 
found an overstretched juvenile prison system where one stu- 
dent in three had a diagnosed mental illness, and violence and 
abuse were rife. Pyle, a former Chronicle contributor, said, “You 
go into journalism with the idea that it’s about comforting the 
afflicted and afflicting the comfortable, and if you have those 
kinds of ideals, it’s hard to imagine less of a population that 
has less of a voice.” 

Pyle’s debut documentary tracks two 
survivors of TYC - Galloway and Justin 
Cannon - as they attempt to reconstruct 
their lives, but she said it’s not an apolo- 
gia for either young man. She explained: 
“It’s not as if Joseph comes across as 
some wonderful, amazing, innocent poster 
child. He’s a pretty complicated person 
with a lot of problems.” However, for Pyle 
what’s most troubling is that Texas knew that these were deep- 
ly troubled children but did nothing to help them. She said: 
“You took this kid away from his parents because you thought 
you were going to do a better job of rehabilitating him. You 
removed him from his environment, and look what you got.” 



That failure to help either student during their time at TYC 
or after inspired the film’s title, Pyle explained. “‘Burned’ 
is what the kids call getting set up” - and it’s hard not to 
think that the whole population of Texas got duped. Pyle 
interviewed judges, lawyers, and even guards who all say the 
same thing - that the state fails in its duty of care toward 
these kids, and the system’s claims of therapy and rehabilita- 
tion are a joke. What’s even more depressing, Pyle said, is 
that Texas has been here before. She said: “Every 10 or 15 
years, we rediscover that these kids are in the exact same 
position. Then some attempt is made to fix things, and then 
there’s a budget crunch, and [the reforms] are the first thing 
to get cut.” ■

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A COOKIE FULL OF ARSENIC 

Revisiting ‘Sweet Smell of Success’

“I love this dirty town,” declares J.J. 
Hunsecker, the all-powerful New York gos- 
sip columnist played by Burt Lancaster in 
the 1957 film classic Sweet Smell of Success. 
The remark, made to no one in particular, 
is a sentiment no doubt shared by Sidney 
Falco, the unctuous, conniving, blackmail- 
ing press agent played by hot matinee 
idol of the day Tony Curtis. The two 
characters intersect at the top of the cor- 
rupt apex where publicity and journalism 
commingle and 
unscrupulously 
scratch each oth- 
er’s backs. Though 
the film is a thinly 
veiled attack on 
then-contempo- 
rary columnist 
Walter Winchell, 
we still watch 
Sweet Smell today 
for its compelling- 
ly dark portrait of 
the underbelly of 
show business, 
the stellar perfor- 
mances, the rich 
tones of James 
Wong Howe’s 
crisp black-and-white cinema- 
tography, and the crackling 
dialogue by Ernest Lehman and 
Clifford Odets. The Austin Film 
Festival and the Harry Ransom 
Center will screen Sweet Smell 
of Success on Friday, Oct. 22, at 
noon at the Alamo Drafthouse 
at the Ritz, where it will be 
presented by Kenneth Turan, 
film critic for the Los Angeles Times and 
National Public Radio’s Morning Edition. 
By phone from Los Angeles, Turan says, 
’’Especially if you’re in the business we’re 
in, it’s a film that is as relevant today as 
when it came out.” 

The Harry Ransom Center on the 
University of Texas campus is the reposi- 
tory of the Ernest Lehman archive. Sweet 
Smell of Success is based on a novella 
written by Lehman, who was one of 
Hollywood’s most skillful, successful, and 
admired screenwriters and later became 
a producer and served as the president 
of the Writers Guild of America. Some 
of Lehman’s best-known screenplays 
include Sabrina, The King and I, Somebody 
Up There Likes Me, The Sound of Music, 
North by Northwest, West Side Story, Who’s 
Afraid of Virginia Woolf, and Black Sunday. 
Lehman’s collection forms one of the 
seminal foundations of the HRC’s impres- 
sive film holdings. Turan selected this 
film to showcase from a list of all the 
screenwriters’ materials that are in the 


HRC collection. Feeling it to be especially 
appropriate for this particular festival, 
Turan says: “This is one of the great writ- 
ten films, especially for screenwriters. 
This is a film that people should be look- 
ing at again and again, because it shows 
how much you can do with fine writing 
and how much difference a really great 
script makes.” 

In fact, the caliber of Sweet Smell of 
Success ’ screenplay is one of the most 
commented-on 
aspects of the 
movie. It revels in 
street vernacular 
and coy turns of 
phrase, as when 
Hunsecker says 
to Falco: “I’d 

hate to take a bite 
out of you. You’re 
a cookie full of 
arsenic.” Lehman 
wrote the first 
drafts of the 
screenplay before 
illness inter- 
rupted his work 
and left the great 
playwright and 
screenwriter Odets to write the 
final drafts. Says Roger Ebert 

in his series on “The Great 

Movies”: “Odets and Lehman 
pull off the neat trick of mak- 
ing the film seem hard-boiled 
and realistic while slipping in 
dialogue as quotable as it is 
unlikely. ‘You’re dead, son,’ 

Hunsecker tells Falco. ‘Get 

yourself buried.’ And in a moment of 

introspection: ‘My right hand hasn’t seen 
my left hand in 30 years.’” Film historian 
David Thomson writes: “As years pass, 

nothing dates in Sweet Smell of Success : the 
vision of ordinary corruption is still as fresh 
as a warm corpse. ... It is a terrific and 
important movie, with fabulous dialogue.” 
Also adding interest to this weekend’s 
screening of the film is the recent pass- 
ing of Tony Curtis, who delivers one of 
his finest performances here, according 
to most film scholars, including Turan. “I 
think this is one of his best roles,” Turan 
says. “I think partly because it’s not that 
dissimilar from whom he was. He was a 
scrambling, hustling kid from New York,” 
who understood this character. “I think 
it helps his performance.” At the time of 
the film’s release, the audience may not 
have wanted to see the handsome movie 
star Curtis as a cold and calculating con- 
niver, and it fared poorly at the box office. 
Fortunately, we can return to it again with 
renewed vision. ■

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Ballroom Blitz 

After partnering with blues landmark 
Antone’s in mid-August, Emo’s owner Frank 
Hendrix is now expanding into Riverside Drive’s 
former heavy metal lair, the Back Room (1973- 
2006). The Red River baron is already deep in the permitting pro- 
cess to completely renovate the facility, turning what was once 
three separate rooms into one large venue that combines charac- 
teristics of Washington, D.C.’s 930 Club and New York’s Knitting 
Factory with, according to Hendrix, two stages, a 45-person mez- 
zanine level, and a moveable sound wall that allows the capacity 
to fluctuate from 300 to 1,700 people. Conceptualized by Austin’s 
esteemed Michael Hsu Design Office, the tentatively named 
Emo’s on the Hill will also feature a year-round restaurant, 500 
parking spaces, and laundry facilities for touring bands. “With the 
W [Austin City Limits Live at Moody Theatre] raising the bar, 
we knew it was time to make a change,” surmised the club owner 
as he looked over the blueprints on Tuesday afternoon. “It’s been 
a rough area, but it’s making a turnaround. It’s kind of the last 
bastion of property that’s close to Downtown, and that area 
between 1-35 and Pleasant Valley is really developing.” Upon its 
completion for next fall’s touring season, Hendrix plans to close 
Emo’s current outside stage for remodeling, though the space 
may not reopen as a venue. The inside room will continue to host 
shows unabated. That’s not all. Hendrix is in the preliminary stag- 
es of taking over the booking duties at Ruta Maya International 
Headquarters and another, undisclosed venue, which he says 
will be handled by his team - Kevin Hoskins from Cambridge, 
Mass.’s Middle East Nightclub recently replaced metal booker 
Will Evans - with the usual help from C3 Presents and outside 
promoters. “I recently turned 50, which made me feel like I have 
10 more productive years to really leave my mark,” reflects 
Hendrix. “And the opportunities were there. I’ve always been told 
that you expand in a down economy. We’ll see if that’s true.” 
Elsewhere on Sixth Street, Nashville venue the Stage on 
Broadway, known for hosting mainstream country acts like 
Miranda Lambert and Toby Keith as well as a Texas Music 
Night, is setting up a new shop, the Stage on Sixth, in what 
was once Radio Room and Bourbon Rocks (508 E. Sixth), to 
open at the start of next year.

Midnight Mover 

“Sometimes you live too long and become a legend,” 
raps Bobby Womack - a supreme understatement 
from the 66-year-old singer who named his 1987 album 
Last Soul Man. Given the recent passing of his friend 
(and 2004 ACL headliner) Solomon Burke, that title 
has proven aptly prophetic. He was first signed by Sam 
Cooke in the Womack Brothers; penned the Rolling 
Stones’ first UK hit (“It’s All Over Now”), as well as 
material for Janis Joplin (“Trust Me”) and Wilson 
Pickett (“I’m in Love”); and served as backing guitarist 
for Ray Charles, Aretha Franklin, and Sly Stone. 

“But I never thought it was coming back,” surmises 
Womack from the Swissotel in Chicago, his voice thick 
and rough, scarred from too many valleys. “I was in the 
dumps, mentally and spiritually. Forty percent of my life 
was the music; the other 60, I was getting high, and I 
was not happy. All of a sudden my manager come in 
and asked if I would be interested in working with this 
band. I said: ‘I’ve heard of the Monkeys. I’ve never 
heard of no Gorilla.”' After cleaning up his act, Womack 
contributed to “Cloud of Unknowing” and “Stylo” on the 
Gorillaz’s latest, Plastic Beach, the latter spawning his 
first ever No. 1 single, and he joins Damon Albarn’s 
league of extraordinary gentlemen - Mick Jones and 
Paul Simonon of the Clash, Little Dragon, and De 
La Soul, among others - at the Frank Erwin Center

Braids intact and trademark shades whipped 
off, Aaron Behrens bursts through the sturdy 
door of Thomas Turner’s home studio, letting 
the dog in. Boo-boo, a fluffy white rescue, 
bounds enthusiastically across the spotless 
red wood floor and skids toward Turner, 
poised serenely by the console, before doing a 
180 and heading back to Behrens, flopping at 
his feet for a belly scratch. Clearly, this scene 
plays itself out on a regular basis. 

Behrens and Turner greet each other with 
affection, as if they haven’t just spent a week 
together in Hawaii, toured for a month before 
that, and tracked an album previous to both 
outings. Practically married for some eight 
years, they’ve forged a classic creative bond, 
a friendship that transcends art and spins off 
into ethereal realms. 

More than that, it’s a wild-beyond-dreams 
successful collaboration and collusion that 
manifests in Ghostland Observatory, Austin’s 
resolutely independent two-man band that 
has sold out every local venue smaller than the 
Frank Erwin Center and bigger than Emo’s. 
Eschewing labels and management, they’ve 
conquered the ABC festivals - Austin City 
Limits, Bonnaroo, and Coachella - and even 
the modem mother of live music gatherings, 
Lollapalooza. Their infectious electro rock is 
unique enough to have landed the duo on the 
Austin City Limits TV show and ubiquitous 
enough to be sampled and remixed itself. 

Ghostland Observatory. The very name 
intrigues, suggesting innate mystery, other- 
worldly insight. But Turner and Behrens - 


from Fort Stockton and San Saba, respectively 
- aren’t X-Files exiles, more like fictional detec- 
tive twosome the Hardy Boys, adventurous 
boy wonders of hook-driven, beat-laden, laser- 
pulsing performances. 

Inner Sanctum 

In a quiet North Austin neighborhood 
tucked away near Northcross Mall, at the end 
of a hallway in Turner’s sprawling and pleas- 
antly unassuming family house, the opening 
door unseals a vacuum of quiet: Welcome to 
the inner sanctum of Ghostland Observatory. 

The room is sparely lit, an acoustic dream 
in dark wood and black trim, designed to 
specifications by Austin studio legend Chet 
Himes. In the silence, it hums with a life of its 
own and lends a warm resonance to voices. 
In action, it’s GLO’s musical laboratory, with 
Turner cast as the mad electronics genius. 
It’s easy to picture his lanky frame haunting 
the studio in the dark hours of the morning, 
crooked over the synthesizer, quirking out 
beeps and bops over beats and pops. 

delete.delete.i.eat.meat was ordered for April 
2005 on local imprint Indierect Records/ 
Trashy Moped Recordings, not quite three 
years after Turner and Behrens met via the 
Chronicle s musicians ads (see “Terror From 
the ‘Chronicle’ Classifieds!,” p.60), unleash- 
ing favorites “Silver City” and “Over Again.” 
Paparazzi Lightning struck in January 2006 on 
GLO’s Trashy Moped, crackling with tracks 
such as “Vibrate,” “Stranger Lover,” and the 
band’s version of a hit single, “Sad Sad City.” 


Rohotique Majestique in 2008 heralded “Holy 
Ghost White Noise” and “Heavy Heart.” 
Where Turner now stands over knobs and 
buttons and keys, he conjured their latest, 
Codename: Rondo. 

“For Codename: Rondo, we did it like it was 
our first record. We’d clock in at the same 
time, and I’d sit down at my equipment, and 
Aaron’ d get at his microphone or guitar and 
start going. If something worked, we’d form it 
into a song then go on to something else; the 
next day, if we liked it, we kept it. If we didn’t, 
we’d scratch it and start over. We made sure 
there were no rules and that we were free to 
experiment as much as we wanted, [with] no 
fear or worry of: Are people going to like this? 
Is this the Ghostland sound? Is this better 
than our last record?’ 

“You never worry about making your first 
record, because you just want to make a 
record. You’re so excited to get your sounds 
onto a recording where other people can hear 
them. We tried to get back to that place, where

we’re thinking of making a record and having 
it be as natural and raw as it can be.” 

Earlier, when Turner mentions 2008 ’s 
Rohotique Majestique, something in his voice 
suggests he wasn’t as satisfied with it as 
Paparazzi Lightning. True, it wasn’t as lauded 
as its two predecessors, recordings that gar- 
nered critical acclaim as well as awards, 
Turner, who’s played keyboards since high 
school and moved to Austin for the purpose 
of “starting raves,” noticed. 

“The first record was fun and experimental, 
had a happy, fun vibe to it. With the second 
record, we’d started to tour, gotten exposure, 
and things changed. If you listen to it, it’s still 
fun, but it turns moody. There’s a melancholy 
vibe under it and the third record even more 
so. When we did our first record, we weren’t 
thinking of playing the Austin City Limits 
Music Festival or being on the TV show, travel- 
ing, and playing music. Those records have an 
element of change, maybe confusion or dark- 
ness under it. 

“For this record, the only rule was to have 
fun, because no one’s getting frustrated at 2 or 
3 in the morning saying it isn’t going to work 
or it’s not as good at the first record - ‘Don’t 
hear a single.’ We either had a good night or 
we laughed about it being a bad night. Fun is 
sprinkled all over this record.” 

Born To Be Wild 

Behrens sprawls in a chair, sunglasses dan- 
gling in his hand with Boo-boo crashed at his 
feet. Across from the frontman, Turner sits 
up straight, legs crossed and hands folded, 
fingers laced. Even in repose, they contrast 
in styles and personalities, twain that meet in 
music. If Turner is the man behind the curtain 
of sound, Behrens is the face of Oz with the 
voice of a wizard. He dances, prances, prowls, 
slinks, shimmies, and throws himself into the 
wicked vortex of GLO’s aural funnel cloud.

GHOSTLAND OBSERVATORY 

Codename: Rondo 
(Trashy Moped Recordings) 

With the possible exception of Timbuk 3, 
no Austin act has achieved as much with 
so little as Ghostland Observatory. Utilizing 
only programmed beats and a bare guitar/ 
drums set-up, the local phenomenon has 
topped almost every major music festival in 
the U.S. and appeared on Austin City Limits 
and Late Night with Conan O’Brien. That’s 
true testament to the polar magnetism of 
caped beat chemist Thomas Turner and 
charismatic shrieker Aaron Behrens, but 
those same limitations are like a neon glow 
stick in the dark on Codename: Rondo. Self-produced and released on the band’s label, 
Trashy Moped Recordings, the duo’s fourth album could pass for a caricature: juvenile, at 
times laughable, electro-glam seizures amplified to an arena setting. Theme song “Give 
Me the Beat” and throbbing, strings-attached “Miracles” elicit the seismographic spasms 
of 2005 debut delete.delete.i.eat.meat and follow-up Paparazzi Lightning but no longer pack 
the same punch. Only the faux-bohemian rhapsody ballad “Mama” attempts the emotional 
territory of 2008 space oddity Robotique Majestique, which Spin magazine dismissed in 
less than 10 words: “Daft Punk-worshipping duo gets softer, bleaker, slower, weaker.” Not 
only does Behrens have nothing to say lyrically - the faux-police stick-up “Freeze,” instruc- 
tional title track, and ghetto blaster “Body Shop” - but even worse, he no longer knows 
how to deliver it. In the opening, stutter-step banger “Glitter,” his vocals are encoded with 
some sort of Doppler shifter, while the otherwise enticing spaz-thrash of “That’s Right” 
gets Darth Vader treatment. If Ghostland Observatory’s serious about more than modern 
raves, the locals need to bring in an outside producer (Austin’s Wolfgang Gartner?) to help 
construct something fresh. Otherwise, the party’s just about over.

“I used to practice in front of a mirror 
when I was little,” Behrens chuckles. “My 
older sister had a guy over one time, and 
I put on Steppenwolfs ‘Born To Be Wild’ 
and ran around the living room in my box- 
ers performing for them. I remember when I 
saw the movie Great Balls of Fire!, acting like 
I was playing piano on my sister’s daybed. 
My mom saw me and said, ‘You want to be 
in performance class like your sister?’ I was 
all, ‘Yeah!’ 

“So I go into that stuff - lip-syncing Billy 
Ray Cyrus, really bad stuff. But at the time, I 
was all about it.” 

Now married with kids like his bandmate 
Turner, being “all about it” is still the crucial 
element in Behrens’ world. Bom and raised in 
Central Texas’ “Pecan Capital of the World,” 
he graduated high school and moved to Austin 
in 2000 with one plan in mind: “I knew I 
wanted to be in a band, knew since high 
school.” Before long, the aspiring songwriter 
picked up gigs playing acoustic sets at the old 
Ruta Maya on Fourth Street. 

“I needed an outlet,” he says. “I’d go 
Downtown after every show and call it ‘poli- 
tickin’.’ I’d be by myself and just meet people. 
I didn’t really know anyone, hadn’t met 
Thomas yet, so I was watching people - see- 
ing bands - and just wanted to get known and 
know people. 

“There was a band called In Limbo. I loved 
them, and at the end of the set, they would 
ask for people to come up and jam freestyle 
with them. I was always licking my chops, just 
waiting for them to say that, and I’d be the 
first one up there. Guitar, anything, just get up 
there and rip it.” 


Behrens’ sinewy stmt propels him across 
the stage, evoking comparisons to classic 
showmen Freddie Mercury and David Bowie 
the way Turner invokes 1970s keyboard gods 
Rick Wakeman and Keith Emerson. Swivel- 
hipped, knee-knocking, foot-shuffling, and 
braids flying, Behrens marches to the GLO 
beat, bracing himself on the monitors to 
high-five the audience without missing a note. 
Occasionally, he wields the guitar and sprays 
chunky chords at the 
audience. Mostly, he gal- 
vanizes them like a tent- 
show revival preacher. 

On St. Patrick’s Day 
in Dallas two years 
ago, Behrens’ charisma 
calmed growing tensions 
between the imbibing 
crowd and sober security. 

He unexpectedly plays Mick Jagger, defus- 
ing a nonfatal Altamont as Turner delivers 
operatic synth swells to an uneasy audience. 
Behrens rising to the occasion in a moment 
of unscripted passion caught on camera and 
posted on YouTube (www.youtube.com/watch 
?v=iSqmoHvFyhl&feature=related) is a perfor- 
mance in itself: 

“I got a little message for you, each and 
everybody. We’re all here to have a good time, 
right? And I hope the security wants you to 
have a good time here, right? So everybody 
needs to cool it, calm down ... ease up. ... 
I don’t want to see nothing but positive shit 
going on here. So get the negative out of the 
place, and let’s bring in the positive, all right? 

“’Cuz I ain’t having it. ’Cuz we work too 
hard. . . . Everybody needs the same sunshine 


in the morning. ... Everybody’s on the same 
page. Even me, just putting on this fake-ass 
costume here in front of you tonight. Ain’t 
nothing but a fake facade, but it’s going to 
take you somewhere, only if you let it take you 
there, if everybody lets you go there. So, let’s 
go there. Come on.” 

Behrens having soothed the savage breast, 
Turner starts pumping “Heavy Heart.” 

Two Heads 

“There’s something about duos,” muses 
Behrens, scratching his clean-shaven chin. 
“It’s the head of the snake and the body. 
Something crazy about it. You go to the head 
of the snake, but you need the body, too. You 
have the power of electricity behind it, God 
and electricity.” 

Is this the secret of Ghostland Observatory, 
revealed so casually by Behrens’ vaguely 
cosmic revelations? Can that be the potent 
formula that puts GLO on the same page 
as Austin heroes Bob Schneider and David 
Garza, musicians that have inspired a sort 
of local Beatlemania since the beginnings of 
their careers? 

“The two pieces of Ghostland were created 
out of necessity,” Turner elaborates. “And no 
matter how hard we try to make it something 
else, it always resorts back to being a twopiece. 
To go seven years and to start changing stuff 
and adding stuff would be silly. Ghostland is 
what it is. If you go to our concert, you’re not 
wanting more noise.” 

Aaron Behrens believes that he and Thomas 
Turner occupy “different parts of the same 
mind.” It’s a place not far removed from using 
hairbrushes as a microphone in front of the 
mirror and a bath towel as a Dracula cape, 
that moment connecting a childhood dream 
with grownup reality, the payoff for having 
faith in your instincts. 

“I am very fortu- 
nate to have [Thomas] 
because this is the true 
meeting of us two. 
You are seeing our ele- 
ments put together. 
He brings so much of 
the binding, putting 
the stuff together so 
it looks perfect and is 
presented well and in a great package. I 
remember before we had our actual lighting 
guy, Thomas used to be out there after sound 
check. You could see him working it, just 
visualizing everything, pointing to the lights. 
He definitely knew how to do things. 

“The thing is,” continues the vocalist, 
“there’s no reason to add anything there 
because we’ve got so much creative depth 
between us. He and I can tell stories and 
connect in certain ways that other people 
don’t. We have a certain way we like to talk 
to each other only. The creative depth in that 
allows us to go wherever we want to go, and 
only if we agree. 

“And if we agree, we’re gonna do it.” ■

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DELANEY & BONNIE 

(Rhino Handmade) 

Blind Faith’s sole tour, 1969, birthed 
Derek & the Dominos after the super- 
group’s axe grinder Eric Clapton spir- 
ited away the rhythm section from the 
opening act, L.A.’s Delaney & Bonnie, 
the West Coast equivalent of the Ike & 

Tina Turner Revue. Bonnie Bramblett 
had, in fact, been the first white 
Ikette, and while married to her own 
Mississippi-born mad music genius, 
her high-octane supplication rocketed 
straight out of the South’s house of 
God and into rock & roll history. A mod- 
est slice of such was captured live for 
a total of eight cuts on 1970’s Delaney 
& Bonnie & Friends on Tour With Eric 
Clapton. All four UK performances taped 
for the LP come to light on Internet bou- 
tique Rhino Handmade’s 4-CD Delaney & 
Bonnie, housed in a miniature tour case 
with riveting, novella-length liner notes by 
Bud Scoppa that cut a path through an 
incestuous who’s who of musical blood- 
lines, wherein Gram Parsons passes a 
tape of D&B to George Harrison, who 
gives it to Eric Clapton with the caveat, 
“You ain’t ready for this band.” The Beatle 
later joined the tour uncredited, then 
hired Clapton, plus D&B’s drummer (Jim 
Gordon), bassist (Carl Radle), and now- 
Austinite/pianist/organist Bobby Whitlock, 
for his solo bow, 1970’s 3-LP All Things 
Must Pass. Derek & the Dominos’ Layla 
and Other Assorted Love Songs came out 
the same year. Beginning with 80 minutes 
from the Royal Albert Hall - and a jam that 
could be off the jams disc in 1990’s Derek 
& the Dominos’ The Layla Sessions 20th 
Anniversary Edition box set - Delaney & 
Bonnie rides the same lightning. Whitlock 
testifies the demons out of Spencer Davis’ 
broiling “Gimme Some Lovin’” and Dave 
Mason’s signature D&B hit “Only You Know 
and I Know,” while Clapton’s vocal on 



“Don’t Know Why,” which later appeared 
on his eponymous solo debut, siphons off 
his roots worship with a soulful sincerity 
and mercenary guitar solo. Explosive D&B/ 
Whitlock co-write “Where There’s a Will, 
There’s a Way” inexplicably leaves the 
Albert Hall standing despite its steamrolled 
catharsis. The husband/wife bandleaders 
wring out a beautiful duet on Stax steamer 
“Everybody Loves a Winner,” proving that 
Clapton’s own vocal style owes a major 
debt to Delaney, the guitarist’s collaborator 
on Eric Clapton, also ’70. One of Clapton's 
outtakes, “Coming Home,” here rams its 
titular hot spot like the Hal Ashby Vietnam- 
era film of the same name. Blazing “I Don’t 
Want To Discuss It” was the only song 
etched into the original On Tour grooves, 
though it’s inexplicable why the whole of 
the Royal Albert Hall performance wasn’t 
the LP released. Disc two, the next night at 
Colston Hall in Bristol, can’t match the pre- 
vious night’s boiling point, but the scald- 
ing’s comparable, while the remaining two 
CDs - the afternoon and evening sets from 
Sunday, Dec. 7, 1969, at Fairfield Halls, 
D&B’s last UK tour date - split the differ- 
ence. Delaney & Bonnie, “Layla” crucible.

LITTLE JOE 
WASHINGTON 

Houston Guitar Blues 
(Dialtone) 

“Monophonic” in 
headline-sized type on 
the back of Houston 
Guitar Blues only 

partly explains the magic atmospherics of 
this 80-year-old Third Ward bluesman’s 2009 
release now issued on vinyl. The way the 
bass sucks in all the low tones then coats 
everything in ancient analog warmth defines 
classic swamp sounds of a half-century ago. 

Washington’s wiry, clawing tenor on opener 
“I Feel Alright” echoes Van Morrison leading 
Them. That he’s also a pianist accounts for 
these estuary blues, particularly the urban 
(guitar) sting and (keyboard) tickle of “Take 
My Hand.” The pair of instrumentals clos- 
ing the first side are as lean and motoring 
as a Thunderbird coupe. Side B picks up 
where the other half left off, waltzing plea 
“Someone Loves Me” doing its best R&B. 

When Washington stretches out, finally on 
closer “How Long,” the guitar becomes a vis- 
cous ring that his Stax vocal edge squeegees. 

Back to mono.

BILL BAIRD 

Silence! (Autobus) 

Prolific local pop 
savant Bill Baird sure 
has a lot going on in 
his head, and latest 
effort Silence! pours 
some of the left brain 
out. While not completely a solo effort - Baird 
had several collaborators throughout - it’s 
definitely a storyboard affair, an experiment 
in textures and layers. The typed liner notes 
inside offer insight into his compositional 



mind and help explain how each song came 
to be. Minimal intro “Slow Implosion” and 
“Softly” lead into “Cloud Breath,” which 
offers experimental guitar trickery. “Surfing” 
flows easily as a shimmering sound check to 
1970s drone. A follow-up nod to Philip Glass’ 
“Koyaanisqatsi” is the only real misstep here, 
as the avant-garde composer’s influence 
already ripples through the eight songs. The 
nature sounds of closer “Ringtail vs. Whiptail 
Triolgy” proves Silence! requires close listen- 
ing, best done with your mind off.

SLEEP GOOD 

Skyclimber (Autobus) 

Sleep Good’s 2007 
EP, Far From the Sea, 
introduced then-17- 
year-old pop savant 
and onetime Sound 
Team member Will 
Patterson as a dreamer of beaches outside 
his bedroom. Since then, the project has 
swelled to a local quintet that’s issued a 
flurry of releases, most recently the cassette- 
only Jungle Box, and toured extensively. The 
resulting full-length vinyl, Skyclimber, is a 
more developed affair, divided evenly between 
intriguing, near-orchestral instrumentals 
(“Fractl,” “Starbrnt”) and light indie pop tunes 
that sunbathe between Islands and Dent May 
& His Magnificent Ukulele (“Hey Man,” “Water 
Voices”). Like Austin contemporary Bill Baird, 
Patterson can hear the voices inside Brian 
Wilson’s head, but his approach is more pre- 
cious and precocious, brimming with squeaky 
clean harmonies and carefree summer aban- 
don, as in the pool bounce of “Schlitterbahn.” 
Skyclimber' s not quite the expected coming- 
of-age - it’s a little too twee at times - but 
Patterson has demonstrated plenty of growth.

JAMES COTTON 

Giant (Alligator) 

Harp and soul man 
James Cotton - born in the 
Delta and long a resident 
of deep South Austin - 
kindly dedicates his latest 
disc to the late Koko Taylor (1928-2009). Giant, 
which could refer to either Taylor or Cotton for 
all their historical blues relevance, reaps what 
the king of the genre, Muddy Waters, for whom 
Cotton honked many years (“Sad Sad Day,” “Find 
Yourself Another Fool,” “Going Down Main Street”) 
hath sown and includes originals from Cotton 
and his vocalist Slam Allen (“Change,” “Heard 
You’re Getting Married,” “With the Quickness”). 

In between, the veteran blower vets his chops on 
classics (“Buried Alive in the Blues,” “How Blue 
Can You Get?,” “Since I Met You, Baby”) and gets 
all his licks in like a true champ (“Change,” “That’s 
All Right”). “Blues for Koko” leaves Giant's shadow 
long, joyous, mournful - 12-bar blues filled with 
Cotton’s glorious harmonica elegy.

The local quintet gives “I Shot 
the Sheriff” a workout and takes a trip 
to Weather Report’s synth-laden “Teen 
Town.” The live bluesy closer, while of dubi- 
ous recording quality, names the game: 
“Thunder Bass.” 
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In a heartwarming climax to an adopted son’s emotional search for his 
birth mother (who gave him up for adoption 33 years ago), Richard Lorenc 
of Kansas managed to track down his presumed mother, Vivian Wheeler, 

62, living in Bakersfield, Calif. Wheeler is a retired circus-sideshow “bearded 
lady” (the result of hypertrichosis, also known as “werewolf syndrome”). 
Lorenc said he can see their similarities through Wheeler’s beard, which she 
keeps now at a length of 11 inches. The relationship was to be confirmed 
by a DNA test paid for by the Maury Povich TV show, but at press time, the 
result had not been announced. 


LEAD STORY 

More Creative Alternate-Site Surgery: 
Doctors from the University of California, San 
Diego and the University of Washington 
announced in September that they could just 
as well handle certain brain surgeries by 
access not in the traditional way through the 
top of the skull, but by drilling holes in the 
nose and, more recently, the eye socket. 

(Since classic brain surgery requires that the 
top of the skull be temporarily removed, the 
breakthroughs mean fewer complications.) 
These innovations follow on the inroads in 
recent years in performing kidney-removal and 
gall-bladder surgery not by traditional abdomi- 
nal incisions but through, respectively, the 
vagina and the anus. 

THE CONTINUING CRISIS 

Sports Fans Over the Line: 1) Marie 
Murphy, a fifth-grade teacher in Stratford, N.J., 
and her husband lost almost everything in a 
house fire in April, but when she arrived at 
the burning home, she defied firefighters and 
dashed inside to retrieve a single prized pos- 
session: her Philadelphia Phillies season 
tickets. “My husband was so mad at me ...,” 
Murphy said. (Later, a Phillies representative 
gently informed her that the team would have 
reprinted her tickets for free.) 2) Justin 
Witcombe, 31, showed a reporter in Geelong, 
Australia, in September his full body of tat- 
toos of his three idols in life: boxer Mike 
Tyson, the rock group Kiss, and his local 
Collingwood soccer team, whose mascot is 
inked prominently on Witcombe’s penis. 

At least 13% of U.S. teenagers report hav- 
ing intentionally injured themselves as cries 
for help. Among the more extreme manifesta- 
tions is “embedding” - the insertion of glass, 
wood, metal and other material just under the 
skin. Writing in the October issue of the journal 
Radiology, a doctor at Nationwide Children’s 
Hospital in Columbus, Ohio, followed up on 
11 cases involving 76 self-embedded objects 
in arms, necks, feet, and hands, including an 
astonishing 35 in one boy (staples, parts of a 
comb, parts of a fork). 

Jennifer Tesch’s daughter, Kennedy, was 
kicked off her cheerleading squad in Madison 
Heights, Mich., after complaining to her moth- 
er about the saucy language of one of the 
cheers in the girls’ repertoire: “Our backs 
ache!/Our skirts are too tight!/We shake our 
bootiesl/From left to right!” Kennedy and 
Jennifer thought this inappropriate, consider- 
ing that Kennedy is 6 years old. The team, 
given the chance to renounce the cheer, voted 
in September to keep it and instead punished 
Kennedy for taking the dispute public. 

BRIGHT IDEAS 

The older the religion, the seemingly more 
likely its practitioners are to adopt clever work- 
arounds to theological obligations that modern 
society has rendered inconvenient. Orthodox 
Jews are among the most creative, as “News 
of the Weird” has demonstrated, reporting 
their imaginative treatments of divorce rituals 
and expanding the concept of the “home” in 
which practitioners must remain during the 
Sabbath. In September, in preparation for the 
Yom Kippur holy day, caffeine addicts - tradi- 
tionally hard-hit by the day’s fasting require- 


ment that prohibits ingesting anything “by 
mouth” - reportedly made a run on drug 
stores in Brooklyn, N.Y.’s Jewish neighbor- 
hoods to buy caffeine suppositories. 

A Breakthrough in Political Campaign 
Technology: New York gubernatorial candi- 
date Carl Paladino, waging a particularly 
contentious battle, mailed a flier in 
September suggesting that Democratic 
state politicians are corrupt. The flier 
showed photos of seven of that party’s cur- 
rent and recent office-holders and was 
accompanied by a special odor-triggering 
paper that releases a “garbage-scented” 
smell when exposed to air (and which sup- 
posedly grows even more foul over time). 

Sherin Brown, 23, happened to be walk- 
ing through a Brooklyn, N.Y., neighborhood 
in August at the exact moment that a trac- 
tor-trailer accidentally clipped a light pole, 
sending it crashing to the sidewalk. First 
responders found Brown pinned under the 
pole, screaming for help, and they had her 
taken to a hospital. Afterward, investigators 
discovered a nearby surveillance camera, 
which revealed that Brown had stepped out 
of the way of the falling pole but then, with 
no one else around, crawled underneath 
and began wailing in “pain,” perhaps in 
anticipation of a future lawsuit. 

Steven Black, one of five suspects in a 
federal credit card and check-cashing fraud 
ring, was arrested on Aug. 30 in Maryland 
Heights, Mo., following a car chase. In a 


search, police discovered that Black was 
carrying $1,540 in cash, in a roll tied with a 
shoelace to his scrotum. 

Outsmarted Himself: Gene Cranick, who 
lives outside South Fulton, Tenn., was 
offered firefighter service by the city for an 
annual $75 fee but declined to pay. In 
September, firefighters stood by watching as 
Cranick’s home burned to the ground. (They 
had been called to the scene by Cranick’s 
neighbor, who had paid the fee and feared 
Cranick’s fire might spread to his property.) 

UNDIGNIFIED DEATHS 

Mean Streets: 1) A 23-year-old man on 
Chicago’s South Side is still alive after he 
reported being shot twice on Sept. 17 by 
different people in different neighborhoods. 
Shot above the armpit just after midnight, 
he was treated and released at a hospital, 
only to be shot again in the leg about 10 
hours later. 2) During a shoot-out in New 
York City on Aug. 8, Angel Alvarez, 23, was 
brought down in a hail of gunfire and taken 
to Harlem Hospital, where doctors saved his 
life despite 21 bullet wounds (Alvarez’s law- 
yer said 23). Alvarez’s sister called her 
brother’s miraculous survival “ridiculous.”

The Andice General Store, in downtown Andice, serves a 
darn good hamburger. For some reason, big, messy burgers 
just seem to taste better when they’re eaten in the country. 

The entire metro area 
of the community in 
northwestern Williamson 
County is made up of a 
smattering of houses, 
three churches, and the 
general store. Without an 
official count, I would 
hazard a guess that the 
livestock in Andice out- 
number humans by 
about 3-to-l. 

Obviously, most of 
Alan Thomas’ customers 
come from out of town. 

On a Saturday afternoon, 
it’s not uncommon to 
see the line to the coun- 
ter snake out the front 
door and find the picnic 
tables, both inside and 
out, nearly all full. Build 
a better burger, and folks will come. Most other days are not quite so crowded. 

You can buy a cheaper burger, but you’ll have a hard time finding a better burger. Thomas 
learned the trade by working in the food and beverage industry around Austin for many years 
before he bought the general store nine years ago. In fact, his first job was at the McDonald’s at 
Barton Springs Road and Lamar Boulevard in Austin. 

When Thomas found the store, it already had a short-order grill, but the building was in rough 
condition. The roof leaked, and the floor was nearly worn through. The building went up in 1930, 
the year before Andice reached its peak population of 200. “For the most part, the whole building 
had to be rebuilt except the front wall,” Thomas said. 

The general store is still very much a store, even with the smell of frying beef patties and onions 
seeping out of the back room. The shelves along the walls have all of the emergency staples - 
including hot sauce, diapers, and corn chips - to save someone the long drive into the city. 

When the store first opened, selling groceries paid the bills, Thomas said. It took some trial and 
error before he hit on the right combination of ingredients to make a burger that would transform 
the general store into a destination stop. According to Thomas, the secrets of a good hamburger 
are fresh ingredients, good beef with no fillers (never frozen), and proper preparation. 

“Over the years we’ve learned what works, and I believe we’ll stick with it,” Thomas says. 

The Andice General Store is about two miles east of Highway 183 at the junction of FM 970 and 
FM 2338. Many of Thomas’ customers find him while exploring the scenic back roads in the area. 

In addition to the hamburgers, the menu includes pulled pork, smoked brisket, and big, juicy 
onion rings. The store also sells beer and wine to go, which is kind of a disappointment because 
you can’t drink it on the premises. The grill is open seven days a week from 11am to 6:45pm. To 
place an order, call 254/793-3971.

Gagging on peas. Getting dysentery in 
India. Jumping off cars in Xalapa and skin- 
ning my arm. Playing the banjo for hours and 
listening to Beethoven on Christmas and 
brief, explosive sexual encounters. All of 
these experiences have been a part of my 
life, and well I may tell of them in as exact- 
ing detail as possible. 

Yet there are the big stars in the skies of 
our lives and the little ones, too - memories 
that we string into constellations, important 
patterns, life stories, and those that have 
no definitive connection to anything else 
and yet are also forever a part of your life. 
Learning to tie your shoes. The way your 
mother made meat loaf. And so on. 

Rubber Repertory’s Biography of Physical 
Sensation chronicles the life of one woman, 
Jamie Damon, by looking across the starry 
night of her life and plucking instances from 
the monumental and insignificant and re-cre- 
ating them for the audience to experience. 

Entering the Salvage Vanguard stage, 
which looks like a garage sale crossed with 
a kindergarten classroom, there is only a 
hint of the sensation symphony that is to 
come. Chairs are placed in a circle and are 
demarcated between big, medium, and little 
- the larger your chair, the more intense the 
sensations the company shares with you are. 

The re-creation of experiences vary from 
the tasting of various foods and smelling 
of odors from Damon’s life to the more 
extreme: the simulation of a motorcycle acci- 
dent, of being shot in the leg with a BB gun, 
and what I experienced. 

Returning to my disclaimer that this was 
the most difficult play I ever had to sit 
through: That’s because of the sensation 
that I participated in. I was reliving an 
experience involving some sort of traumatic 
accident with a horse. I carried a heavy 
backpack and weights around the stage, 
trying to follow a string on the ground while 
wearing glasses that made seeing anything 
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impossible. Once I returned to my seat, I 
was asked to eat four saltine crackers at 
once, and while I was attempting to do so 
an anesthetic was rubbed across my lips 
and gums, paper towels were stuffed up my 
nose, a chin strap was placed so I could 
barely move my jaw, a hideous mask was 
placed over my head, a brace was applied to 
my neck, some sort of weight was applied to 
the small of my back, and my legs had to be 
propped up at an uncomfortable angle for 
the next hour of the show. 

Subsequently, as you might surmise, my 
perception of the show was quite different 
than others. I could see out of my mask only 
by tilting my head at a very difficult angle. 
And yet this made my impression of the 
sensations of the show all the more acute, 
taking in what I could from within the con- 
stricting contraption I was subjected to. 

Rubber Repertory brings the sensations 
directly to the audience with Biography. The 
show is a blend of participation and obser- 
vation as the different technicians in the 
cast create different experiences simultane- 
ously across the stage. Without having the 
time to have every audience member enact 
every sensation, Biography's construct cre- 
ated a shared experience across the night’s 
participants: people gasping at what was 
about to transpire to some blindfolded soul. 

Even though I missed chunks of the show 
and was subject to intense discomfort, I 
wouldn’t have traded my seat for anyone 
else’s. And the show is so open-ended and 
dependent on its audience members’ creations 
and reactions that you can see completely 
different shows every night. What’s wonder- 
ful about Rubber Repertory is that they take 
the concepts, the tenets, the expectations of 
theatre, and blow them out of the water. There 
is no context to the sensations from Jamie 
Damon’s life nor should there be. This is a 
wholly different type of sharing - and an experi- 
ence you shouldn’t miss. - Avimaan Syam

Fans of Shakespeare should enjoy Flarvey Schmidt and Tom 
Jones’ The Fantasticks, now in production from the University 
of Texas Department of Theatre & Dance. The musical, noted 
for achieving the status of longest-running musical of all time, 


draws on Shakespeare’s works in a way that 
makes you think twice before dismissing the 
musical as last century’s charming oddity. 
There are two lovers, a story of deception 
and romance, warring families, a couple of 
clowns, plenty of direct references in the 
language, and moreover, a storyline as pure 
as one could hope for. 

Luisa (Haley Hussey) and Matt (Bryan 
Ballew) are two young lovers who live next 
door to each other and long to be together 
but who are prevented by the towering wall 
that their feuding fathers have erected 
between their houses. Yet it’s soon revealed 
that the fathers (Joey LePage and Zach Ullah) 
have been playing a joke on them the whole 
time. In fact, they’re the best of friends, and 
they figured long ago that the only way to 
make their children fall in love with each other 
was to do everything in their power to deny 
them. To seal the deal, they engage the ser- 
vices of El Gallo the magician (Dan Sullivan) 
to play a hoax. He’ll kidnap Luisa, and once 
Matt rescues her, their love will be sealed. 
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Plus there’s Act II. But surprises are fun. 

The production runs a very long two and 
a half hours. That run-time - or more accu- 
rately, the sluggish pacing - is itself a wall 
that prevented me from truly appreciating the 
play. Everyone working on the show, from the 
designers to the musicians to the perform- 
ers, seems to possess a wealth of talent 
and creativity. Rod Caspers’ direction is also 
strong in many ways, except for that pacing. 
As a result, dead air dominated the show 
in a way that didn’t do justice to the perfor- 
mances or the design ideas. 

When Act II does arrive and kick into 
gear, however, the appeal of The Fantasticks 
starts to shine through. Sure, there’s some 
zany stuff that really throws you back to 
mid-20th century innovations in American 
theatre, but the heart of the play and the 
Shakespearean lesson learned is that we 
can only truly love one another after we 
have survived a journey - and then come 
back home. - Elizabeth Cobbe

‘Conrad Bakker: Relax and 
Take Your Fucking Time’

Heed the name of this show while you’re in the gallery and 
checking out the creations of Conrad Bakker. Don’t just breeze 
through on the way to your next latte or a meet-up with that 


hottie from OkCupid. Walk slowly, breathe 
evenly, look closely. Relax, yes, and take 
your fucking time. 

That’s what the artist did, after all. More 
so than in installations that might seem, on 
the surface, very like this one; more so than 
in similar arrangements of common objects 
out of context and juxtaposed for a concep- 
tual effect that may or may not be, depend- 
ing on the choices made, successful. 

This stuff of Bakker’s, it’s pretty cool on 
the surface, especially in such a spare and 
elegant venue as the Lora Reynolds Gallery. 
Look at that: There’s a big ol’ trailer sign, 
propped up on a concrete block; a woodshop 
workbench with an emptied yogurt container 
crammed into one of its gaps; a lawnchair and 
a paperback, a tomato plant growing in a plas- 
tic bucket, an orange traffic cone. Okay, yeah, 
here’s a legitimate if somewhat art-scene typi- 
cal reframing of the quotidian, and ... 

Oh, shit. 

Every single one of these objects is carved 
out of wood. 

Every single one of these objects - the 
sign, the bench, the chair, the plant, the 
slightly crumpled yogurt cup, all of it - is 
carved perfectly out of wood and painted in 
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a way that could define, if it went slumming, 
the term trompe I’oeil. And now you remem- 
ber: Oh, right, Conrad Bakker, this is the fel- 
low whose last show featured those dozens 
of painted-and-carved wooden videotapes 
that you were impressed by but maybe left 
the exhibit thinking, “Yeah, heh, and what’s 
he gonna do for an encore?” 

Surprise, art lover. While, granted, we can 
only conjecture if the artist was relaxed or 
not while creating this gallery of simulacra, 
you can rest assured that he took his fuck- 
ing time. And you, visiting this show, get to 
reap the reward. 

Bonus: Propped on the walls surrounding 
these stealthy sculptures are tiny oil paint- 
ings of trailers - like Airstreams or other 
such tag-alongs - that Bakker based on 
images found among the treasures of the 
Internet. You see the small, precise beauty 
of these painted renderings and it makes 
sense that the trailer sign, the tomato 
plant, the yogurt cup seem so deceptively 
real in their greater dimensions. But, listen: 
Ask the gallery attendant why these paint- 
ings are priced so strangely, and you’ll have 
a charming denouement to this display of 
fiction objectified. - Wayne Alan Brenner

The first time you see the 
quintessential^ clean-cut 
Edward Norton in 
effect is startling 

- but it’s when he opens 
his mouth that the jaw 
really drops. Norton’s 
voice comes out high and 
thin, somewhere between 
a coo and reedy whine. 

He plays convicted felon 
Stone, trying to convince 
somebody, anybody, to let him out for good 
behavior. Parole officer Jack (De Niro) over- 
sees his case - it’s his last one before retire- 
ment - and very quickly Jack finds himself 
uncharacteristically invested in Stone and his 
flighty, manipulative wife, Lucetta (Jovovich). 

In a role that requires far more than the aero- 
bic workout of her Resident Evil franchise, 
Jovovich is something to behold, working 
every angle of a complicated character who, 
minute to minute, slinks between the role of 
a devoted wife, a seductive schemer, and a 
sunny, ostensible innocent. The rest of the 
cast is just as good; in a less showy but 
still essential part, Six Feet Under’s Conroy 
practically folds her body into itself as Jack’s 
drab, defeated wife who seeks solace in 
drink and the Bible. Screenwriter Angus 
MacLachlan (. Junebug ) takes an interesting 
sideways approach into examining spirituality. 
Religion infuses the film, at first casually in 
the automatic prayer before supper and the 
backgrounded Christian talk radio (the film, in 
general, does some wonderfully subtle things 
with its soundscape), and then more overtly, 
as Jack begins to openly question his faith 
and Stone, the consummate conman, spies 
in a religious conversion a way to sway the 
parole board. Director Curran ( The Painted 
Veil ) occasionally allows the film’s tone to tip 
into hysteria (a bee metaphor is particularly 
belabored), but mostly this is a tense, porten- 
tous, and provocative piece. - Kimberley Jones

HEREAFTER D: Clint Eastwood; with Matt 
Damon, Cecile de France, Frankie McLaren, George

Hereafter is a consistently identifi- 
able Clint Eastwood movie only in the 
sense that the prolific filmmaker shows 
that he still has the ability to confound 
our expectations of him. Whether it’s a 
story about a scrappy female boxer, dual- 
perspectived Iwo Jima films (one of them 
in Japanese), or the love story of a lonely 
Iowa housewife, we have grown accus- 
tomed to Eastwood’s late-career defiance 
of his early screen reputation as a terse 
man of action, an antihero propelled by 
an instinctive moral code and unhindered 
by any need to step back and think things 
over. Hereafter, however, finds Eastwood 
in full-on contemplative mode as the film 
ponders what happens to us after we die. 
So far, so good - who among us has not 
wrestled with the same questions? Yet 
the film never really asks the questions. It 
assumes that there is a life hereafter, one 
that is flooded with white light, fills one 
with a feeling of all-knowing serenity, and 
is lined with minions of murky figures mur- 
muring indecipherably to the newcomer. It 
turns out that the dead are a chatty bunch, 
who have lots of messages to convey back 
to the living. It really makes one wonder 
how fantastic the afterlife can be if the 
dead are still so consumed with the lives 
of the living. Much of the blame for the 
film’s muzzy thinking has to go to screen- 
writer Peter Morgan, who was on much 
firmer footing when dealing with the lives 
of nonfictional characters in The Queen 
and Frost/Nixon. Morgan and Eastwood’s 
depiction of the afterlife repeats the stan- 
dard cliches, never examining whether 
the white light and the unintelligible 
greeting committee stick around for all 
eternity or are the result of human brain 
chemistry firing wildly in its death throes. 
Furthermore, the film contends that there 
is a conspiracy of government silence that 
discourages investigation into the afterlife. 
The movie is structured in the au courant 
fashion of three separate but converging 
storylines, and though the mechanics of 
bringing the three characters together in 
the same city is a bit creaky, you still have 
to give Hereafter props for setting its cli- 
mactic convergence at the London Book 
Fair, which is surely an original filming loca- 
tion. Damon gamely plays a psychic who 
finds his ability to communicate with the 
dead a curse rather than a blessing, much 


to the chagrin of his more entrepreneurial 
brother (Mohr). De France is a news reporter 
who survives a tsunami in the film’s opening 
sequence (a bravura piece of CGI filmmaking 
that threatens to derail the movie once we 
realize that nothing that follows can eclipse 
the intensity of that opening set-piece) and 
is so haunted by her near-death experience 
that she is no longer able to perform her 
job. She plunges into an investigation of 
the conspiracy of silence surrounding the 
afterlife. (Presumably, only her hairdresser 
knows the secret of her tousled hairstyle that 
is likely to become faddish.) The third story 
strand wraps itself around Marcus (George 
McLaren), a London boy who becomes des- 
perate to speak with his dead twin brother. 
Hereafter bravely and successfully maintains 
its doleful mood throughout, and it is indeed 
a hard film to shake. But then the image 
returns of a smoky gray ghost reminding us 
to turn off the oven light and go about our 
business. And the melancholic mood then 
evaporates into dust. - Marjorie Baumgarten

JACKASS 3D D: Jeff Tremaine. (R, 94 min.) 

Try as they might, the Jackass gang can’t 
quite snatch the year’s ultimate 3-D gross-out 
from the pricking jaws of Pirahna 3D, which 
had audiences heaving and ho-ho-hoing in the 
aisles with its ridiculously icky regurgitated, 
underwater, gnawed-on-penis-in-your-face 
shot. Honestly, though, that was a shocker, 
shrinkage-inducing and awfully unforgettable 
(and vice versa). The cunning stuntwork of 
this motley band of jackanapes who, lest we 
forget, still count American auteur Spike Jonze 
among their number, is marginally less shock- 
ing this time out, even when we’re presented 
with scenes so bile-risible that the cameraman 
pukes on his own camera. Such is the case 
with ever-fearless Steve-O, who explosively 
regurgitates a mouthful of Preston Lacy’s pre- 
cious bodily fluids: Stomach contents and 
an outflow of redolent porta-potty effluvium 
rule the day, while testicles and taboos are 
smashed flat with equal abandon. Jackass is 
10 years old this year but thankfully evinces 
no more maturity than when it first premiered 
on MTV, intro’d and bookended by the now 
vaguely melancholy strains of D. Boon, Mike 
Watt, and George Hurley’s Minutemen. And, 
really, who wants to see Wee-Man and Bam 
discuss the Romantics over a single malt 
scotch? Three or five or 10 single malts, 
sure, but one? I think not. In between Johnny 
Knoxville getting rammed senseless by a buf- 
falo and tooth extraction via Lamborghini (an 
inspired bit, in theory), there are moments of 
comic brilliance that, cleverly, don’t make you 
want to hurl. The best - and weirdest - of 
these is a Dada-esque barroom knuckle- 
duster involving Jason “Wee-Man” Acuna in 
an all-little-person, old-school pub brawl, which 
is a seriously high-flown piece of low-brow 
entertainment that would leave both Guy 
Debord and Salvador Dalf weeping tears of 
merriment over the sheer surreality of it all. 
(Unsurprisingly, it’s also vastly more enter- 
taining than the Chevy Chase/Carrie Fisher 
tag-team film Under the Rainbow.) Jackass 
continues to rock on like your older brother’s

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batshit crazy best friend with the creepy 
gleam in his hooded eyes, only now you can 
pull up YouTube and see that sort of thing 
24/7, should you feel the uncontrollable urge. 
It’s been a decade and perhaps I’m some- 
what jaded, but cattle prods, whiffle balls, and 
the efficacies of flesh-on-flesh supergluing are 
less terrifying, frankly, than the idea of these 
incorrigible hooligans ever straightening up 
and flying right - onward and upward, gonads 
at the ready.

If Tyler Perry were to move his filming 
operation from Atlanta to Memphis and 
ratchet up his ensemble dramas to the 
level of melodramatic hysteria while also 
disrupting the narrative flow with unneces- 
sary details and erratic scene changes, the 
result might be something like N-Secure, 
the story of an obsessive tyrant and the 
women who suffer his abuse. Set amid the 
well-to-do urban denizens of Memphis, this 
indie film tries hard and seemingly means 
well but fails to hit the mark, even though 
it cribs many of its actors from various 
Perry movies. David Washington (Moore) is 
a successful executive whose obsession 
with promptness causes him to berate his 
secretary, Denise (Trucks), and live-in girl- 
friend Robin, Joyner (Atkins), whenever he 
regards them as lagging. He is a martinet in 
his home, subjecting shelves to white-glove 


tests and tinning his morning ablutions to 
the second. Robin endures his fanaticism 
because the life he offers her is so much 
better than the low-rent experiences of 
her past. Then the night before their wed- 
ding, Robin can’t resist the sex appeal of 
the fiance (Rucker) of her best girlfriend 
(Bledsoe, best known as Vanessa on The 
Cosby Show). Caught in the act, Robin 
is banished from David’s home, but he 
recovers well enough to immediately find 
another woman, Tina (Boutte), to take 
on his honeymoon vacation. Before long, 
he torments Tina with his jealousy and 
peccadillos, though she puts up with 
them far longer than most audiences are 
likely to indulge. Scattershot storylines 
appear and disappear with regularity. An 
old buddy from the Marines pops in for a 
scene and reinforces our sense of David 
as a strict disciplinarian who also suffers 
from distinct daddy issues. Friendships 
unravel, crimes are committed, paternity 
tests are scuttled, and so on. David’s vil- 
lainy is almost comical in its extremity and 
completely unbelievable. By the time the 
character gets his comeuppance, we are 
well ready to be rid of the jerk, and there is 
little satisfaction in the way his justice is 
delivered. N-Secure is a disjointed assem- 
blage of scenes that still manages to roll 
down the track while never picking up a 
head of steam. - Marjorie Baumgarten

Early reactions to this filmed adaptation of Kazuo 
Ishiguro’s undeniably under-the-skin Never Let Me 
Go seemed to share the same basic complaint (and 
you should stop reading now if you’d like the film’s 
central mystery to be kept just that): Why didn’t they 
fight back? The British children highlighted in the 
film, all clones, are to have their parts harvested in 
a series of “donations” once they reach maturation. 

In their later bloom, aging ever closer to donation, 
they are portrayed by a forceful triumverate: Oscar 
nominee Mulligan - tight-lipped and watchful - plays 
Kathy; Knightley is the bullying but magnetic Ruth; 
and Garfield is Tommy, who has not found his voice. 
Romanek (One Hour Photo) wisely doesn’t play this as 
a sci-fi story, but he also doesn’t lean hard enough on 
the philosophic underpinnings of the piece. Alas, he 
doesn’t lean too hard on anything: Subdued filmmak- 
ing with material this fundamentally gut-punching is 
hard to swallow.

This movie about John Lennon’s young-adult years 
prior to the success of the Beatles uncovers no 
new dimensions regarding the musician’s parental 
issues (he was raised by an aunt and uncle when his 
biological parents proved unable - long story there). 
Still, artist-turned-filmmaker Taylor-Wood gives us an 
evocative telling of Lennon’s early years, a depic- 
tion all the more remarkable for Johnson’s lack of 
resemblance to the film’s subject. The film is loosely 
based on a memoir written by Lennon’s half-sister 
Julia Baird, yet anyone who has listened to Lennon’s 
intensely autobiographical songwriting, especially 
from his post-Beatles years, may find Nowhere Boy 
more redundant than revelatory. The performances 
are what really put this biopic over the top and clarify 
the importance of the strong women in Lennon’s 
early life, perhaps laying the groundwork for his 
later gravitation toward feminist ideals. Nowhere Boy 
reveals the magnitude of the good women behind the 
grand icon.

Fincher’s blisteringly entertaining The Social 
Network touches down in the calm before the storm, 
before social media rewrote the rules on how infor- 
mation moves. We first meet the eventual founder 
of Facebook, Mark Zuckerberg (Eisenberg), in a bar, 
having drinks with his girlfriend (Mara). He is callous, 
socially inept, and ravenously ambitious - the boy 
who would be king, not yet fixed on what the kingdom 
will look like. The Social Network cuts with ease from 
flashbacks of Zuckerberg’s undergraduate days to 
depositions related to two concurrent lawsuits brought 
against him. Although the legal proceedings provide a 
handy framework for the film, who did what to whom, 
when, and with how much premeditated bloodlust is of 
ancillary concern to the film’s layered examination of 
an asshole.

TOM AND RAY SETTLE 
A BET, BUT NOT IN 
READER’S FAVOR 

Dear Tom and Ray : 

Please help me settle a het with my father-in- 
law; the winner will buy the loser his next battery. 
My father-in-law claims that even though car bat- 
teries may be marked “maintenance-free,” if the 
battery has vent caps you can pry off, you should do 
so to check and, when necessary, refill the electro- 
lyte levels as needed. I say no, modern car batteries 
do not require checking electrolyte levels, and by 
prying off the vent caps, you actually could cause 
some harm to a maintenance-free battery. Can you 
help settle our bet? - Michael 

RAY: We can, but you’re not going to like the 
settlement, Michael. 

TOM: Back in the 1970s, battery manufactur- 
ers switched over to calcium lead plates because 
they seriously reduced outgassing. 

RAY: Outgassing, aside from being a byproduct 
of eating a beef-cheese-chorizo burrito, is when 
the fluid inside the battery heats up and boils off. 
It’s similar to what happens when water boils and 
gives off vapor - eventually, you run out of water. 

TOM: Because calcium lead grids reduced 
outgassing significantly and all but eliminated 
the need to add water to the battery cells, these 
batteries were called “maintenance-free.” 

RAY: But they don’t eliminate outgassing 
completely. And if the engine compartment is 
subject to extremely high temperatures, even a 
maintenance-free battery can lose fluid. 

TOM: With maintenance-free batteries, out- 
gassing is most likely to happen in areas of the 
country that get extremely hot in the summer, 
or where cars are in constant stop-and-go con- 
ditions that heat up their engine compartments 
to very high temperatures. 

RAY: Most people will never need to add water 
to their maintenance-free batteries. In fact, the 
vast majority of batteries don’t even allow you 
to check the fluid levels anymore. But if your 
maintenance-free battery does have removable 
caps, there certainly is no harm in removing them 
and adding water if the fluid happens to be low. 

TOM: It’s not a regular maintenance item like 
it was 20 or 30 years ago, Michael. But you owe 
your pop-in-law his next battery. If you’re really 
lucky, his next battery will be for his flashlight.
